SHOT STEPFATHER 
AT COUNTRY HOME 


Fired When Racketeer 
Turned Toward Him 
With Pistol, He Says, 
Telling of Years of 
Domestic Strife. 


_ William Ralph Grasswick, 1 
years old, admitted to Sheriff Ar- 
nold J. Willmann of St. Louis 
County today that he had killed 
his stepfather, Joseph (Buck) 
Newell, notorious boss of AFL 
Hoisting Engineers’ Union 613, 
found shot to death last night, 
with five bullet holes in his back, 


in his richly-furnished country 


home near Pevely. 

The youth, arrested about 4 a. 
m. today in Newell's automobile, 
said Newell had abused him and 
his mother, often threatening to 
kill them, during five or six —- 
of domestic strife. 

The quarreling broke out ‘anew 
last night, the young man related, 
and Newell pointed an automatic 
pistol at him and his mother, de- 
claring, “I ought to kill you both 
and bury you in quicklime.” 

ck said he went to bed 
just before midnight Tuesday but 
awoke about 3:30 a. m. next day 
and was called into his step- 
father’s bedroom, where Newell re- 
@umed the argument. As Newell, 
lying in bed, turned toward him 
with a pistol in his hand, he re- 
lated he emptied a rifle into 
his back.” He said he had just 
stepped out of the bedroom and 
got the rifle, belonging to Newell, 
from another room. 

Tells Mother of Killing. 

His stepfather rolled off the bed, 
he continued, and he covered the 
body with a blanket, locked the 
bedroom door, went to his mother, 
asleep in the sunroom at the other 
end of the house and told her, “I 
killed him.” 

Left for St. Louis. 

Then he _ straightened up the 
house, took his mother away, and 
departed for St. Louis about 8 a. 
m., he told Sheriff Wiiillmann. In 
St. Louis, he continued, he went to 
a barber shop for a shave, then 
telephoned a young woman and 
made an appointment with her. 

He had tossed the rifle off the 
bridge over the Meramec River on 
Highway 61, on his way here, he 
added. 

With the young woman, who was 
still with him when he was ar- 
rested this morning, he went to 
Forest Park Highlands, he went 
on, and in the afternoon to Sylvan

WASHINGTON, June 3 (AP).— 
Top men of the AFL and CIO for- 


mally asked President Roosevelt 
today to “intervene” in the Office 
of Price Administration, contend- 
ing that Administrator Prentiss M. 
Brown is unable to deal with “the 
requirements of the situation” aris- 
ing from increased food prices, 

Members of the Combined Labor 
War Board said they did not ask 
for Brown's removal, but that they 
did protest against, the appoint- 
ment of Lou Maxon as Deputy 
Price Administrator on the grounds 
that his policies run. counter to 
rolling back prices, stabilization of 
prices and effective control. 

The labor representatives, head- 
ed by President William Green of 
the AFL and Philip Murray of the 
CIO, said the coal strike was not 
even mentioned at the conference. 

Green told reporters a formal 
statement of the War Labor 
Board’s views was handed to the 
chief executive, and Murray said 
he thought the President’s reaction 
was favorable. 

“We presented to the President,” 
Green said, ‘a complaint against 
the rising prices of food and sub- 
mitted to t President a number 
of figures showing that the rices 
of foods in a large number of 
cities had increased 24 to 150 per 
cent since January 1941. 

“We also submitted a joint state- 
ment in which we asked him to in- 
tervene in the OPA.”

Japanese Machine-gun U.S. Flyers 
Parachuting From Crippled Plane 


NEW DELHI, India, June 3. 
(AP)—The story of a Japanese 
attack on American airmen’ who 
parachuted from a crippled bomb- 
er was told here yesterday in an 
official dispatch following. an ac- 
count given by the only known 
survivor of a crew of six, Sergt. 
Marvin W. Beckman, Inglewood, 
Cal, 

The tail of the plane, piloted by 
Co-pilot Lieut T. Van Schaick of 
Los Angeles, was shot off during 
an attack by 25 Japanese Zeros 
as a flight of Mitchell bombers 
crossed the Irrwaddy River on 
the homeward trip after bombing 
objectives in Burma. The crew 
bailed out and then the Japanese 
Zeros began machine-gunning the 
men swinging helplessly from their 
parachutes. Members of the crews 


Sergt. Beckman, who already had 
been wounded twice before taking 
to his parachute, was wounded 
twice more by Japanese bullets as 
he hung in the harness. By side- 
slipping his parachute he man- 
aged to save his life. 

The attack was on May 21. Four 
days later Beckman, who landed 
in friendly territory, reached a 
British outpost from which he was 
flown to Calcutta, where he is in 
a hospital, 

Before the plane was abandoned 
Staff Sergt. John T. Wold of Hen- 
dricks, Minn., was killed by Japa- 
nese bullets. Missing are Staff 
Sergt. Melvin Miller of San Diego, 
Cal.; an officer whose name was 
not given; the co-pilot, and a sixth 
man who was not identified.

York. 

The missing plane was from 
General Mitchell Field, Milwaukee, 
but took its crew and passengers 
from New York, and did not stop 
at Milwaukee on its flight to 
Colorado, 

Fellow Cadet of Lindbergh. 

Col. Love and Charles A. Lind- 
bergh were fellow cadets in the 
Army flying school at Kelly Field, 
San Antonio, Tex., in the early 
1920s. When Lindbergh was ap- 
pointed chief pilot for the St. 
Louis-Chicago air mail service in 
1926, he selected Love as an as- 
sistant. 

Following the Lindbergh trans- 
Atlantic flight of 1927, Love ac- 
companied Lindbergh on his tour 
of the United States. In the few 
years following, he served as pilot 
for the private air line of Union 
Electric Co. between St. Louis and 
Bagnell Dam, and as sales repre- 
sentative for an aircraft manu- 
facturer. With T. Preston Sultan, 
he established the firm of Love- 
Sultan, Inc., airport consultants. 

In October, 1930, he was elected 
commander of the air service of 
the Thirty-ninth Division, Missouri 
National Guard, with the rank of 
Major. He was married to Miss 
Eulalie F. Cook of 663 Fairview 
avenue, Webster Groves, in Miami, 
Fla., Feb. 6, 1931. His promotion 
from Major to Liewtenant Colonel 
came in September, 1936. 

Col. Love, at various stages of 
his aviation career, won distinc- 
tion in speed and stunt flying. 
He was the first flyer to make 
an outside loop while carrying a 
passenger, at Lambert Field in 
February, 1930. He made a record 
of 141 miles an hour in the militia 
plane race held at Parks Field, on 
the East Side, in 1929, and was 
winner of the 25-mile race. 

He went into the armed service 
with the National Guard, and ac- 
companied the Thirty-fifth Di- 
vision air forces to Adams Field, 
Little Rock, Ark., at the begin- 
ning of 1941. On Jan. 20 of that 
year it was announced that he 
had reported at Washington for 
,Jextended active duty with the Na-

LONDON, June 3.—The entire 
British press totlay reflects the 
keenest expectancy regarding Med- 
iterranean developments. In the 


absence of the slightest official in- 
dication of what is going on, news- 
papers are printing every report 
from neutral and Axis sources pic- 
turing an assembly of invasion 
barges at North African ports, 
with special emphasis on the ports 
of Bizerte and Sousse. 

From La Linea, whence Span- 
jards can look out over Gibraltar 
Bay, comes a report that 70 mer- 
chantmen, including  troopships, 
yesterday proceeded into the Med- 
iterranean direct from the Atlan- 
tic. Fifty-eight other ships from 
a large concentration reported to 
have been lying in Gibraltar for 
some days, are also. said to have 
set forth at the same time. 

No aireraft carriers or battle- 
ships, dispatches from La Linea 
said, now guard the Rock. The 
harbor is more deserted than at 
any time during recent months, 
with scarcely a score of freighters, 
of which four are under repair, at 
anchor there, it was reported. 

Headlines in London morning 
newspapers emphasized the possi- 
bility of an imminent invasion of 
the continent from the south. 

The News Chronicle quoted 
French reports circulating in Ma- 
drid and elsewhere as saying an 
Allied invasion of Pantelleria could 
be expected momentarily and that 
the Italian fleet was prepared to 
steam into battle at an hour’s no- 
tice. These reports said Sardinia 
and Sicily were likely to be at- 
tacked at the same time. 

The Russian news agency Tass, 
in a dispatch from Istanbul, said 
Adolf Hitler had ordered Field 
Marshal Gen. Siegmund Wilhelm 
List back to the Balkans, apparent- 
ly in an effort to tighten defenses 
and to quell defections among 
wavering satellite nations. 

List, who led the invasion of 
Yugoslavia, Greece and Crete in 
the spring of 1941, was last re- 
ported to have replaced Field 
Marshal Gen, Fedor von Bock on 
the southern front in Russia. Tass 
said List was reported to have 
joined Gestapo Chief Heinrich 
Himmler and Marshal Erwin 
Rommel] in the Balkans, 

Reports from Geneva say that 
Germang in Marseille have a bad 
case of invasion nerves, expecting 
that the Allies will try to estab- 
lish a bridgehead in that area.

LIQUOR ADEQUATE 
FOR 3TO4 YEARS 
ON RATION BASIS 


NEW YORK, June 8 (AP).—AI- 
lied Liquor Industries, Inc., today 
announced that a study of liquor 
supplies throughout the country 
disclosed normal stocks now aging 
in bonded warehouses were ade- 
quate to last three to four years on 
a rationed basis. 

The concern, a trade organiza- 
tion representing both distillers 
and consumer outlets, said consum- 
ers would have available in the 
next 12 months about 130 million 
gallons of distilled spirits, plus in- 
ventories of wholesalers, retailers 
and taverns estimated in excess of 
25 million gallons and hoarded 
stocks placed at 10 million gallons. 

This total of more than 165 mil- 
lion gallons available was contrast- 
ed with actual consumption of 157 
million gallons in 1941 and 145 mil- 
lion gallons in 1940. Only 1940 sales 
of about 190 million gallons exceed- 
ed the amount available this year 
and some of that total was still on 
hand in hoarded supplies, the asso- 
ciation said.

program of price control. OPA 
called on all owners of brands of

The back-to-work order may 
come late today or tomorrow, be- 
lieve trustworthy persons, whose 
identity may not be published.

Statistical data on the draft clas- 
sifications and alien status of mem- 
bers of the United Mine Workers 
were said to be on hand at the 
White House.

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WAGNER FiTS AT LEWIS 
WITROUT NAMING HIM 


Calls Miner Chief’s Attack on 
WLEB ‘Cruel Blasphemy’ of 
Labor’s Rights. 


WASHINGTON, June 3 (AP).— 
Without mentioning the name of 
John L. Lewis, Senator Wagner 
(Dem.), New York, told the Senate 
today that a “labor leader” has 
uttered “a cruel blasphemy of the 
most sacred rights of free labor” 
in citing the National Labor Rela- 
tions Act as justification for a 
“most irresponsible and disastrous” 
work stoppage. 


Lewis, president of the United

JEFFERSON CITY, June 3.— 
Manipulation of pending legisla- 
tion involving the disposition of 
impounded fire insurance _ rate 
funds in excess of 10 million dol- 
lars to open the way for attorneys 
in the rate litigation to make 
claim to approximately $800,000 
has come to light in the Senate 
Committ@? on Insurance. 

The committee was prepared to 
report the bill with its approval 
to the Senate yesterday afternoon 
when a motion to adjourn the 
committee session stopped the ac- 
tion. 

If the bill is passed by the 
Legislature, attcrneys, who already 
have received $658,000 for repre- 
senting the State Insurance De- 
partment in the insurance rate 
litigation, which started 21 years 


ago, will have legal authority for 
presenting claims for the full 
amount of accumulated interest 
on the impounded premiums. The 
interest amounts to about $800,000. 

The legislation, in which the at- 
tempt is being made to open the 
way for the raid on the fund, pro- 
poses that the impounded premiums 
shall escheat to the State. The 
fund represents the excess pre- 
miums paid to insurance compa- 
nies by policyholders after rate” 
reductions, which have been upheld 
by the courts, were ordered. These 
premiums, under court order, were 
im to be repaid to the 
policyholders if the rate cases were 
decided in favor of the State, as 
they were. The present fund of 
more than 10 million dollars rep- 
resents the amount which up to 
this time has not been returned 
to the policyholders. 

The Legislature in 1941 passed 
an act escheating to the State a 
portion of the impounded fund. 
The bill introduced into the pres- 
ent Legislature proposes to escheat 
the remainder. 

Produces Substitute. 

After the bill reached the Senate 
Insurance Committee, Senator Ber- 
nard lL. Glover of Kansas City, 
who was handling it, produced a 
substitute bill, which proposed to 
repeal the 1941 act and combine 
its provisions with those of his 
present bill. Neither the 1941 act 
nor Glover's original bill included 
a provision by which the attorneys 
in the litigation could make a 
claim against the interest on the 
fund. 

If the lawyers were to obtain 
any of the impounded money, such 
a provision was necessary, the 
Missouri Supreme Court having 
held there was no legal authority 
for attorney's fees to be paid out 
of the impounded money. A spe- 
cific authority in the statute would 
be sufficient, and it appeared in 
the substitute Senator Glover pre- 
sented. 

Glover said today that it was 
psuscested by former Attorney Gen- 

eral John T. Barker and Floyd E. 
Jacobs of Kansas City, who repre- 
» sented the Insurance Department 
from the inception of the litiga- 
tion in 1922. Glover had been un- 
derstood in the committee to have 
said that they drew the substitute. 

Under the language of the substi- 
tute, any person contending that 
he had a claim against the im- 
pounded fund could file his claim 
in the Cole County Court, and 
there would be legal authority for 
its allowance by the court. 

Fees for attorneys long have had 
a prominent place in the public 
consideration of the insurance liti- 
gation. When the then Insurance 
Superintendent Ben C. Hyde first 
ordered a reduction in the fire in- 
surance rates in 1922, Barker and 
Jacobs were employed as special 
counsel to represent the State. 

Fees Collected. 

They were paid fees under the 
appropriations to the Insurance 
Department from time to time, the 
aggregate up to 1931 being $58,000 
That year they attempted to get 
an appropriation from the Legis- 
lature, presenting estimates by a 
large number of lawyers as to the 
value of their services. These es- 
timates ranged from $200,000 to 
three million dollars. The Legisla- 
ture allowed them $150,000, but the 
then Gov. Henry 8S. Caulfield re- 
fused to approve the amount. 
Barker and Jacobs agreed to a 
proposal by Caulfield that they 
accept $100,000 “in full compensa- 
tion” for their services in the rate 
reduction case, which was started 
in 1922. Another case involving a 
different reduction had been start- 
ed in 1930 and they participated in 
this, although these services were 
not included in the $100,000 fee. 

They and a number of other at- 
torneys who had been brought into 


the litigation divided a $500,000 fee, .

Beach on the Meramec River in St. 
Louis County, where they went 
horseback riding. 

Continuing, he said he took the 
young woman to her place of em- 
ployment, the St. Louis Ordnance 
plant, and called for her last mid- 
night when she had finished her 
eight-hour shift. 


Grasswick’s arrest this morning, 
On Manchester road a half mile 
east of Lindbergh boulevard, was 
by a deputy sheriff who recognized 
the Packard he was driving as the 
automobile which was used by 
Newell. The machine belonged to 
the Hoisting Engineers’ Union. 


Grasswick, whose father died 
about 15 years ggo, told Sheriff 
Willmann that his stepfather “was 
always punching around” and that 
he left the home last Thursday, 
going to the home of an aunt in 
East St. Louis. 


Mother Abused, He Says. 


When he returned Monday, he 
went on, his mother told him that 
Newell had beat her, pulled her 
hair and on one occasion fired 
a shot at her. His mother’s nose 
was bruised and there were marks 
on her scalp, he said, 


Newell came home Tuesday aft- 
ernoon and became abusive again, 
the youth continued. He said his 
stepfather was “sober but was 
worse that way than when he was 
drunk.” 


Three men appeared about 6 
p. m. and went with Newell to a 
fish pond on the grounds of the 
estate, where they remained, in 
conversation several hours, Grass- 
wick said. After they departed, 
he told Willmann, Newell went to 
the sunroom, lay down next his 
wife, and carried on the argument. 


While Grasswick was confessing 
in the Sheriff's office, his mother, 
Mrs. Juanita Geraldine Newell, 
was conferring in the home with 
Sigmund M. Bass, widely known 
St. Louis criminal lawyer. After 
the youth’s statement, he was 
taken to the scene of the killing, 
to be turned over to Sheriff Amos 
Lee of Jefferson County, where 
the shooting took place. 


Mother Called Sheriff. 


The mother had called Sheriff 
Lee at 7 o'clock last night, stating 
she had just returned to the coun- 
try home after a.day of shopping 
in St. Louis and had observed sus- 
picious circumstances at the 
house. The Sheriff broke in .and 
found Newell’s body. She had told 
of the visit of the three men, as- 
serting they had spent Tuesday 
night there, and police were seek- 
ing them when the son made his 
confession. Both mother and son 
said they did not snow the men’s 
names. 

Police were seeking also several) 
Egan gangsters in an effort to 
learn whether the killing of Newell 
was connected with reports that 
the gangsters had been trying to 
muscle in on St. Louis labor 
rackets. Some of those sought had 
been questioned in _ the _ sstill- 
unsolved murder of “Dinty” Col- 
beck, leader of the old Egan gang, 
who was machine-gunned to death 


in gangland style last Feb. 17 on a 
north St. Louis street. 
Verdict of Homicide. 

A Coroner's verdict of homicide, 
naming Grasswick, was returned 
this afternoon at the inquest at 
Festus. Prosecuting Attorney 
Oliver Rasch of Jefferson County 
said a first degree murder charge 
would be filed against the youth 
at Hillsboro, the county seat. 


The young man was at the in- 
quest, in custody, but did not tes- 
tify. Capt. Thomas Whitecotton 
of Company C, Missouri Highway 
Patrol, told of the youth's confes- 
sion to him and Sheriff Willmann. 


Grasswick’s father, Joseph Grass- 
wick, was killed in 1927 by his 
brother-in-law, Ralph Vincent, fol- 
lowing a row between the elder 
Grasswick and his wife, the pres- 
ent Mrs. Newell. Vincent, Mrs. 
Newell's brother, was acquitted of 
murder on his plea of self-defense, 
which is the defense of the young- 
er Grasswick in the killing of 
Newell. 


Police records show that young 
Grasswick, arrested last May 14 
with two older men, admitted par- 
ticipation with one or both of 
them in a series of nine robberies 
between April 16 and May 6. In 
the robberies, here, in St. Louis 
County and on the East Side, a 
total of $45 and various articles 
of personal property were ob- 
tained. Grasswick was turned over 
to juvenile authorities and war- 
rants were issued against the two 
others, who said they were Arthur 
C, Gibbs and Calvin T. Barton. 


In Mother’s Custody. 

The youth was placed in cus- 
tody of his mother May 18, pend- 
ing an investigation of the fob- 
beries, by juvenile authorities. 

Married when he was 15 years 
old, in an elopement to Hillsboro 
on Dec, 26, 1941, young Grasswick 
filed a divorce suit at Clayton last 
June 19. Soon afterward a cross 
bill was filed by his 15-year-old 
wife, the former Eileen Hastings, 
daughter of Mr. and Mrs. R. J. 
Hastings, 1135 Eighty-first street, 
University City. The case is still 
pending. 

The labor dictator, 38 years old, 
a large man, known for his strong- 
arm methods, was a gambler, for- 
mer saloon-owner and ruffian, who 
had been in the thick of labor 
troubles since he seized control of 
the union in 1934, throwing out the 
officers with aid of the Tipton 
gang. 

Once in control, ‘as business 
agent, he solidified his position by 
handing out beatings to those dar- 
ing to oppose him and cementing 
support of his henchmen with beer 
parties in a mid-town saloon he 
once had operated. P 

Pressure on Contractors. 

Contractors, too, soon began to 
feel the pressure of his iron-hand- 
ed union rule. He did not hesitate 
to call strikes to enforce use of 
sand, gravel and other building 
materials produced by AFL labor 


for use on highway and building 


construction projects. 

Many work stoppages, labor dis- 
putes, disorders and fights were 
attributed to his hard-boiled meth- 
ods. In 1937 he was fined $500 


fin United States District Court 
when he pleaded guilty of conspir- 
acy to defraud the Government by 
forging Federal employment cards 
in connection with work on the 
Express Highway jn Forest Park. 

His latest high-handed activity 
was last month in the labor row 
which halted construction of a 
Government-financed pipe line 
near Cape Girardeau. The trouble 
was over his efforts to organize 
employes of two firms working on 
the project, and resulted in vio- 
lence which prompted Gov. For- 
rest C, Donnell to call out mem- 
bers of the State Guard. 

The general strike of 8500 AFL 
machinists in the fall of 1941, 
which tied up production of de- 
fense plants here, had its origin in 
Newell's efforts to organize 24 ga- 
rage mechanics at the TNT plant. 
Sixty machinists at the plant had 
gone on strike in the jurisdictional 
dispute with the hoisting engineers. 

Construction work on another 
war plant, the new Curtiss-Wright 
airplane factory at Lambert-St. 
Louis Field, was held up in the 
summer of 1941 when Newell 
sought to force employment of 
two additional hoisting engineers, 
considered unnecessary by the con- 
tractor. 

Newell Married 10 Years. 

Newell had been married about 
10 years. His wife was reported 
missing in January, 1942, but she 
was found several days later in 
Illinois and taken to a hospital in 
East St. Louis for treatment of a 
nervous condition. 

In addition to the country home, 
an elaborately developed estate of 
75 acres, Newell maintained an 
apartment in the 3700 block of 
Lindell boulevard, When he was 
arrested a little more than a year 
ago for questioning about reports 
of organized gamblifig.in a union 
clubroom in the basement of the 
Olivia Building, 1023 North Grand, 
where his union has headquarters 
on the fourth floor, he denied there 
had been commercial gambling, 
adding that he had been laid up 
in his apartment for three weeks 
with rib injuries, which he de- 
clined to explain. 

The estate, purchased by his 
wife and named Jerry's Acres for 
her, contains a rambling white 
frame house of six rooms and large 
screened porch, with space for two 
additional rooms upstairs. 

Outside are pieces of white lawn 
furniture, a barbecue pit and a 
large pond, where Newell, his wife 
and stepson spent several hours 
fishing on the day before his mur- 
der, 

Inside are sumptuous furnish- 
ings of hand-carved walnut furni- 
ture, thick orchid-colored carpets, 
tables with tops of mother-of-pearl 
and wood inlays, drapes, antique 
china pieces and mechanical con- 
veniences for comfortable living. 
For music lovers, there are piano 
and radio-phonograph. For the 
more wordly inclined is a 16-cubic- 
foot refrigerator, well-stocked. 

The estate is in the resort dis- 
trict of Windsor and Indian Foot 
Lakes. A roadside sign on High- 
way Z east of “Jerry’s Acres” is 
a sign reading “Entering Peaceful 
Valley.”

RETURN 10 JOBS AT 


ORDNANGE PLANT 


2400 on Other Shifts Ex- 
pected to Follow Suit— 
Company to Arbitrate 
Row on Foremen. 


About 1200 Negro men and wom- 
en workers at the St. Louis Ord- 
nance Plant, who refused to work 
this morning because a white fore- 


man was brought in to fill a va- 
cancy they felt should have been 
filled by promotion of a Negro 
worker, returned to their jobs this 
afternoon. 

A company spokesman said the 
2400 workers on the remaining two 
shifts, who refused to work last 
night, were expected to report also, 
since an agreement to arbitrate 
the dispute had been reached by 
representatives of the workers and 
executives of the United States 
Cartridge Co., operators of the 
plant. 

Otto Maschoff, president of the 
“Small Arms” local of the OIO 
United Electrical, Radio and Ma- 
chine Workers, collective bargain- 
ing agent for the workers, said the 
personne] of the third shift yes- 
terday walked off the job when 
they found, on reporting at 4 p. m., 
that the white foreman had been 
brought in, 

A spokesman for the company 
said the management undyerstood 
the workers’ complaint concerned 
all white foremen and did not in- 
volve a particular incident, as the 
union stated. 

The spokesman said white fore- 
men had been employed in the Ne- 
gro-manned production unit since 
it was opened last July and that a 
plan had been worked out for 
training Negro foremen to replace 
them, The plan had not been put 
in effect. 

“A small group of employes on 
the 4 p. m. to midnight shift yes- 
terday stopped work at 6:30 p. m., 
asking that white foremen who 
had been transferred to this unit 
temporarily be removed,” the 
spokesman said, “By 9:30 p. m. 
the entire shift of more than 1200 
employes had left their jobs.” 

Police reported no disturbance 
last night or today. There was 
no picketing. 

The company spokesman said 
the Negro unit was “the only one 
of its kind in the entire war pro- 
gram,” and that skilled and semi- 
skilled Negro workers are em- 
ployed in all capacities, except 
those of a supervisory nature.

Under Pay-as-You-Go Tax Plan 


June 15 Heads List of Important Dates—20 
Pct. ‘Pay Deduction Starts 


July 1. 


WASHINGTON, June 3 (AP).— 
John I. (for income) Taxpayer 
should get out his red pencil and 
mark these dates on his calendar 


if the pay-as-you-go revenue col- 
lection bill awaiting President 
Roosevelt's action becomes law: 

June 15.—Pay the quarterly in- 
stallment as usual on 1942 income 
tax. (You'll get credit for this and 
the March 15 installment as pay- 
ment as payments on your 1943 
income.) 

July 1.— Be not too suprised 
when the boss starts deducting 
from your pay 20 per cent of all 
over basic exemptions of $12 week- 
ly for single persons, $24 weekly 
for married (plus $6 for each de- 
pendent). He'll be ordered to do 
that and turn it over to the Treas- 
ury as current payments on vic- 
tory and income taxes. 

Sept. 15.—If you're single and 
make more than $2700 or married 
and make more than $3500, file 
with your tax collector an esti- 
mate of your 1943 earnings and 
pay one-fourth of the excess over 
the amount being withheld from 
your salary. If you get your money 
from sources other than wages or 
salaries, file an estimate and pay 
one-fourth of the total tax, 

Dec. 15.—Second and last/chance 
to estimate your 1943 income up- 
ward or downward (if you are 
more than 20 per cent under on 


your guess, the Treasury will 
charge you 6 per cent interest 
penalty.) Pay a quarterly install- 
ment. Farmers may file their first 
estimate (have 33% per cent lee- 
Way on guess). 

Jan. 1, 1944.—Happy New Year, 
and you should have that satis- 
fied feeling of being technically all 
even with Uncle Sam on your in- 
come tax for the first time in his- 
tory. 

March 15, 1944.—Comes the day 
of final reckoning. Compare your 
final, actual tax liability with what 
you paid in 1943 in withholding 
taxes or quarterly installments, get 
a rebate orepay the remainder. 

If your 1942 tax was not all 
abated but only 75 per cent of it, 
pay one-half of the remainder on 
this date. 

Figure your 5 per cent Victory 
tax, take the deductions, and pay 
the additional over what has been 
withheld, or get a rebate. 

Estimate your 1944 income, if it 
is not from wages or salaries, and 
make a quarterly payment on it. 
If 20 per cent is withheld from 
your pay and you are single and 
make more than $2700 or married 
and make more than $3500, figure 
the difference between your total 
estimated 1944 tax and the amount 
to be withheld and pay one-fourth 
of it, 

Mar 16, 1944.—Take a few days 
vacation to recuperate. 


COUNTY OPTION LIQUOR BILL

The meas- 
ure would authorize counties to 
vote to bar sale of liquor within 
their borders.

COAL SUPPLY ON HAND 
AT ST. LOUIS PLANTS 


Waterworks, Laclede Gas, 
Union Electric and Others 
Tell How They Stand. 


The St. Louis Waterworks, 
which is dependent on coal for its 
continued operation, had on hand 
today a coal supply estimated to be 
sufficient for 142 days’ normal op- 
eration, or with certain economies 
and curtailments, 150 days. This 
estimate was made by Water Com- 
missioner Thomas Skinker. 

In volume, the department’s coal 
on hand is 33,137 tons. About 30,- 
000 tons of this is a reserve, built 
up in the last year to meet emer- 
gencies. 

Regular replenishments arrive, 
but under the present orders of the 
Interstate Commerce Commission, 
coal may not be delivered to con- 
signees having on hand enough for 
more than 10 days* The Water 
Division was notified yesterday by 
the Terminal Railroad that two 
carloads of 50 tons each, which had 
reached St. Louis under consign- 
ment to the department, would not 
be delivered at this time. 

In City Institutions, 

City institutions, which have 
limited storage space for coal for 
their heating plants, have about 
the usual supply, for 10 days or 
slightly more, Division Engineer 
Eli Ettlinger reported, Ettlinger 
said he had not completed a survey 
of the institutions, but did not be- 
lieve any acute need existed. 

The Terminal Railroad reported 
that its own coal pile was “better 
than 30 days,” except screenings 
for fuel for its power houses, 
which was considerably less. 

A 45 days’ supply of coal was re- 
ported by the Laclede Gas Light 
Co., which consumes about 290,000 
tons annually, chiefly at its Cata- 
lan street plant. 

At Union Electric. 

Union Electric Co. of Missouri is 
provided with coal to meet its nor- 
mal six weeks’ requirements, said 
George K. Miltenberger, general 
superintendent of production and 
distribution. Requirements for 
coal-generated power would be- 
come greater if the water-generat- 
ed power were to fall below nor- 
mal, and would be less tf some 
large industries were to suspend 
operations, but the estimate made 
is for the usual conditions at this 
season. 

Curtiss-Wright Corporation, Lam- 
bert-St. Louis Field, has enough 
coal for three or four months, its 
plant engineers said. 
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ARMY SETS UP NEW CONTROL 


PLAN FOR MILITARY FLIGHTS 


WASHINGTON, June 3 (AP).— 
In an effort to reduce ‘air acci- 


dents, the Army Air Forces has 
set up a new system of flight con- 
trol for all point-to-point flights 
of military planes in the two areas 
of the nation where air traffic is 
heaviest. 

The new controls will be ex- 


tended throughout the country by 


the end of this year, but initially 
are operating only in the North- 
west and the Northeast. 

Called the Pilot’s Advisory Serv- 
ice, the new system serves the 
double purpose of keeping a con- 
tinuing check on the positions of 
all Army planes in the area and of 


warning the pilots of weather con- 
ditions, changes in orders, the 
presence of other planes, or other 
factors affecting their flights. The 
system also will provide the ap- 
proximate position of any plane 
involved in an accident so that 
help can be dispatched quickly.

Ran From Room, Detective Says 


Divorce Trial Witness Testifies Dempsey Was 


Along When They 


Entered—He and 


the Trainer Fought. 


WHITE PLAINS, N. Y., June 3 Mrs. Griffin.” 


(AP).-—Ned H. Peterson, a Los An- 
geles private detective, testified 
today in Jack Dempsey’s trial for 
divorce#that ht, Dempsey and two 
other private detectives raided 
Mrs. Dempsey’s apartment and 
found Mrs. Dempsey in bed and 
Benny Woodall running from the. 
bedrdoom, °* 

Dempsey, former world's heavy- 
weight boxing champion and now 
a lieutenant commander in the 
Coast Guard, has named Woodall, 
fight trainer, as a co-respondent. 

Peterson testified in Supreme 
Court that Woodall, when first 
seen by the raiding party, was 
barefoot, had on trousers and an 
undershirt and was “trying to put

Dempsey and Woodall Fight. 
The witness said that Woodall 


‘ran into the living room where 


Dempsey was, and Peterson added 
that he was in theb edroom and 
Mrs. Dempsey said, “What’s all 
this about?” 

“You'll find out,” Peterson said 
he answered, and then he said he 
heard Dempsey call out, “Woodall 
is on my back.” 

“Dempsey threw Woodall over 
his back onto the couch, and 
Woodall started kicking and 
throwing his feet and arms 
around,” Peterson testified. “I 
pushed Dempsey away and told 
him not to hit him.” 

“l Was Sleeping,” Woodall Says. 

Peterson said that Dempsey 
went into the bedroom: with the 
two other private detectives and 
that Woodall said to him, “What 
is going on—I was sleeping.” 

“Then we came into the bed- 
room and Benny Woodall sat on 
the bed,” Peterson continued. 
“And then Mrs. Dempsey said, ‘Oh, 
my darling Benny. hWat have 
they done to you?” 

“What did Mr. Dempsey say?” 
Arthur F. Driscoll, Dempsey’s at- 
torney, asked. 

“You Keep Her,” Dempsey Says. 

“He said—and I’m quoting him 
— ‘you rat. You've broken up my 
home once before. -I found you 
together. I’m through. You keep 
her. You look after her.’” 

During the reciital, Woodall, sit- 
ting in a front row of the specta- 
tors’ seats, fidgeted, blushed and 
alternately smiled and looked sol- 
emn. Dempsey gulped_ three 
glasses of water during the testi- 
mony. : 

Peterson said the apartment was 
in Los Angeles, and that the raid 
took place shortly before mid- 
night Nov. 22. 

Mrs. Dempsey, who physicians 
testified was suffering from a 
nervous condition, was not in 
court. She has filed a counter suit 
for divorce, but the allegatigns 
have never been made public. 

A nt Manager's Testimony. 

Despite legal objections, a depo- 
sition from a Los Angeles apart- 
ment house manager was read by 
an attorney for Dempsey, saying 
that Mrs. Dempsey, another wom- 
an, Woodall and his sister, Mrs. 
Jackie Griffin, were together and 
intoxicated there some time in 
November, 1942. 

The deposition was from Mrs. 
Lyda Hallen. 

Mrs. Hallen said that in October, 
1942, Mrs. Griffin took an apart- 
ment in the building and lived 
there with Woodall and his two 
children. ; ’ 

The deposition brought out that 
Mrs. Hallen identified a picture of 
Mrs. Dempsey and said she saw 
her, Woodall and Mrs, Griffin and 
another woman on a Saturday in 
November. 

“Too Drunk to Know.” 

“T siw them first out in front of 
the apartment arguing,” said Mrs. 
Hallen. “Woodall was trying to 
get them“to leave.” 

“Q. What did you observe?” 

“A. They were too drunk to 
really know what they were say- 
ing.” 

“Q. What did you do then?” 

“A. I demanded that they go to 
their apartment and quiet down— 
they were attracting too much 
attention. My husband and I went 


|} up and told them to be quiet and 


told the two ladies if they were not 
out of the house in 10 minutes I 
would go down and swear a war- 
rant for their arrest, and Mr. 
Woodall came up to me and threat- 
ened me.” | 

Often Visited Woodall’s Rooms. 

Two former hotel employes testi- 

fied yesterday that Mrs. Dempsey 
frequently visited rooms occupied 
by Woodall and his sister, Mrs. 
Griffin. 
' The two witnesses, Michael Si- 
doriak, 23 years old, Coast Guards- 
man stationed at Dempsey’s base 
at Manhattan Beach and a former 
employe of the Hotel Woodrow 
in New York, and Anna Boyuka, 
former housekeeper at the hotel, 
testified they had seen Mrs. Demp- 
sey go to the tenth floor of the 
hotel “on three or four occasions.” 
They said that when Mrs. Demp- 
sey arrived, Mrs. Griffin would 
leave the roqms and stay in the 
lobby for a time. 7 

Under direct examination by Ar- 
thur F.. Driscoll, Dempsey’s attor- 
ney; Sidoriak identified pictures of 
Mrs. Dempsey and Woodall, and 
testified he had seen her step into 
his elevator, go to the ninth floor, 
and “walk up to the tenth floor” 
where Woodall had his room. He 
added that “Mrs. Griffin would go 
down to the lobby when Mrs. 
Dempsey was there,” and would 
remain in the lobby “about 20 min- 
utes,” before going back. 

Delivered Food to Room. 

On two or three occasions, he 
said, he delivered food to the 
room, “usually when Mrs, Demp- 
sey was there.” | 

“I didn’t get very far in the 
room,” he said. “Usually Mrs. 
Dempsey paid for it. She didn’t 
pay me directly. She’d give it to

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WLB Text on Miners 


WASHINGTON, June 3 (AP).— 
A statement on the soft coal dis- 
pute, unanimously adopted by the 
War Labor Board, follows: 

(1) Almost immediately after 
Pearl Harbor the President called 
a conference of ind and labor 
to work out by agreement peace- 
ful means for settling labor dis- 
putes for the duration of the war. 
Mr. Lewis, as president of the 
United Mine Workers of ‘America, 
was one of the delegates to that 
conference and took a principal 
part in its deliberations. 

The plan agreed upon was that 
there should be no strikes and no 
lockouts for the duration of the 
war; that all labor disputes should 
by settled. by (1) collective bar- 
gaining, (2) conciliation and (3) 
final determination, if necessary, 
by the National War Labor Board. 

By this agreement (A) an un- 
interrupted production of war sup- 
plies was to be assured, and (B) 
the over-hanging and intolerable 
threat of strikes interrupting war 
production was to be removed from 
the bargaining tables and from the 
deliberations of the National War 
Labor Board in all labor disputes. 


Recommendation to Miners. 


(2) When it was reported to the 
President that the United Mine 
Workers and the bituminous op- 
erators were unlikely to reach an 
agreement before the expiration 
on March $1, 1943, of their two-year 
contract of April 1, 1941, the Presi- 
dent in his telegram of March 22 
requested the mine workers and 
the operators “to follow ‘the plan 
adopted at my suggestion in 1941; 
that is, to continue the uninter- 
rupted production of coal under 
the terms and conditions of exist- 
ing contracts until the differences 
that now separate the parties are 
peacefully and finally resolved 
with the understanding that if the 
new agreement includes any wage 
adjustment, such adjustment shall 
be computed and applied retro- 
actively from April 1, 1943.” 

That request, if it had been com- 
plied with, would have led to the 
settlement of the dispute between 
the Uni Mine Workers and the 


way that all other labor disputes 
have been settled under the na- 
tional no-strike agreement of Dec. 
26, 1941, It would have lifted 
from the bargaining table and 
from the subsequent deliberations 
of the War Labor Board, if such 
deliberations became necessary, 
and from the country, the threat 
that the production of coal, 80 
essential to winning the war, 
might be interrupted, 


Proposal Ignored. 

(3) The Appalachian conference 
of the Mine Workers and the bi- 
tuminous operators did not accept 
the President’s suggestion. They 
agreed to the continuance of pro- 
duction, under the old contract 
with the retroactive provision, only 
for a limited period; that is, until 
May 1, 1943. The threat of a strike 
interrupting the production of coal 
continued to hang over the confer- 
ence table. On May lst, no agree- 
ment having been reached, the 
mine workers struck in disregard 
of the President’s request and in 
violation of the “no-strike” agree- 
ment to which they were pledged. 
(4) On May 2nd, the President 
by executive order directed the 
Secretary of the Interior to take 
over and operate the mines and 
in a radio address called upon the 
miners to continue uninterrupted 
production of coal on behalf of the 
Government. On the same day 
Lewis, as president of the United 
Mine Workers, ordered the mine 
workers to resume the production 
of coal, not until final settlement 
of the dispute, as the President 
had requested, but for another 
limited period of a so-called 
“truce,” until May 18th. Again 
the mine workers insisted upon 
bringing to the bargaining table 
the threat of -a strike interrupting 
war production. 


Interim Directive. 


(5) On May 15 the War Labor 
Board issued its interim directive 
order directing the parties to re- 
sume collective bargaining under 
arrangements to be worked out 
by the parties jointly in consulta- 
tion with a division of the board, 
and further directing, them to 
“continue the uninterrupted pro- 
duction of coal under the contract 
terms and conditions that existed 
on and prior to March 31, 1943, 
until the differences that now sep- 
arate the parties are peacefully 
and finally resolved, with the un- 
derstanding that if the new agree- 
ment includes any wage adjust- 
ments such adjustments shall be 
computed and applied retroactively 
from March 31, 1943,” as the Presi- 
dent had requested on March 22, 
1943. , 

(6) On Monday, May 17, the 
Secretary of the Interior by tele- 
gram asked Mr. Lewis, as president 
of the United Mine Workers, for 
assurance that the mine workers 
would “continue to work without 
interruption at midnight tomorrow 
May 18.” He was advised by Mr. 
Lewis that the membership of the 
United Mine Workers would con- 
tinue at work “under the existing 
retroactivd extension agreement 
until midnight May 31.” Again, Mr. 
Lewis defied the suggestion of the 
President in his telegram of March 
22 and the order of the War 
Labor Board of April 24 that the 
parties should continue the unin- 
-terrupted production of coal under

SEARS, ROEB 


Mr. President: 


y The National War Labor Board, 
< by unanimous vote, heréby refers 
to you, for such action as you 
deem appropriate, the existing dis- 
pute between the United Mine 
Workers of America and the coal 
operators. As you know several 
hundred thousand workers are out 
on strike in violation of the no- 
strike pledge; in defiance of direc- 
tive orders of the National War 
Labor Board; and in spite of the 
executive order of May 1 which 
placed the mines under Federal 
management pending a final de- 
termination of the case by the War 
Labor Board. This strike has no 
parallel, since Pearl Harbor, inso- 
far as a reckless and wanton disre- 
gard of the no-strike agreement is 
concerned. Viewed from the stand- 
point of its damage to the war ef- 
fort and its serious threat to the 
maintenance of government by law 
and order, this strike probably has 
no parallel in American history. 
You will find attached to this 
letter a detailed statement of the 
steps which have been followed by 
the Government in its various at- 
tempts to settle this case. This 
statement shows that the Mine 
Workers of America have been ac- 
corded exactly the same treatment 
by the Government in the handling 
of this case as has been accorded 
tens of thousands of other workers 
involved in labor disputes, It has 
been the position’ of the War La- 
bor Board throughout that exactly 
the same rules and policies for set- 
tling wartime labor disputes should 
be applied in this case as in any 
other. However, a: each step of 
this procedure on the part of the 
mine ‘workers under the leadership 
of their officers there has been a 
direct repudiation of the no-strike, 
no-lockout agreement. 

The union has followed a policy 
through the history of the case 
of insisting that negotiations be 
carried on either under the threat 
of a strike or with a strike in 
progress. 

On the other hand, every other 
great labor organization and every 
responsible labor leader in Amer- 
ica has adhered to the no-strike 
agreement. They have accepted 
the obligation to carry on their 
negotiations without threatening 
tointerrupt the production of vital 
war material if negotiations were 
not carried out according to their 
dictates. 

It is the opinion of the War La- 
bor Board that the fundamerital 
issue in this case involving the 
supremacy of law is perfectly 
clear and must be met by the 
Government, 

This morning, Mr. President, the 
War Labor Board, in a telegram 
to the paries, a copy of which is 
attached, directed that all nego- 
tiations between the parties on the 
issues referred to them by the 
board’s directive order of May 25, 
1943, should céase until the mine 
workers return to work in compli- 
ance with the board’s order. This 
is in accordance with the well es- 
tablished policy of the board that 
no proceedings conducted under 
the auspices or direction of the 
board can be carried on while 
either party to a dispute stands in 
violation of the no strike-lockout 
agreement, 

The War Labor Board, Mr. Pres- 
ident, stands ready to proceed 
with this case in accordance with 
its policies just as soon as the 
strike is ended,

their joint negotiations for the 
purpose of attempting to work out, 
subject to approval of the War 
Labor Board, a settlement of the 
issues referred back to them by 
the War Labor Board. 


In the middle of the period al- 
lowed by the board for-these ne- 
gotiations, in continued disregard 
of the President’s request and, in 
defiance of the repeated order of 
the board that production should 
continue until final settlement, the 
mine workers, under the leader- 
ship of Mr. Lewis, have now again 
interrupted the production of coal. 
These tactics add up to an in- 
sistence that the provisions of a 
contract be determined only on 
the basis of what is necessary to 
avoid a strike or to obtain the call- 
ing off of a strike in wartime. The 
continuance of negotiations under 
such conditions could well result 
in a resort to similar forms of 
coercive collective bargaining in 
other vital industries.

Axis has been strangely silent 
about the Eastern Mediterranean 
while sending out a huge barrage 
of rumors about an impending in- 
vasion of Italy’s island outposts.

The impression 
given is that Sicilian and Sardinian 
towns have been so devastated that 
organized life there is no longer 
possible. 

This may well be true since the 
scale of the Allied air attacks on 
Italian territory has the beginnings

‘EUROPE INVASION 
STARTED—BY AIR’ 


LONDON, June 3 (AP).—Alliied 
airpower has. begun the invasion 
of Europe on a schedule planned 
months ago and “the next phase 
will be the final phase—land, sea 
and air combined,” Brig. Gen. 
Daniel Noce, recently appointed 
United States staff officer in the 
European theater, said last night 
in a broadcast carried by the Na- 
tional Broadcasting Co. 

“Here in this theater,” he said, 
“the invasion offensive has been 
under way for some time. In this 
combined operation. we are lead- 
ing off quite obviously with the 
air weapons. Each step of every- 
thing that has happened and is 
happening was ‘planned months 
ago. 

“The next_phase will be the final 
phase—land, sea and air power 
combined. /There will be compete 
unity our arms and our allies 
and the end will be unconditional 
surrender.” 

Nazi Admission of Danger. 

The Berlin radio today quoted 
German army experts acknowledg- 
ing that an American-British in- 
vasion of Europe might be carried 
out successfully, but only at heavy 
cost. 

A broadcast discussion of two in- 
vasion articles in the German 
Army organ Die Wehrmacht said 
transport difficulties were the 
greatest Allied invasion problem, 
but added: 

“An Anglo-American expedition- 
ary force might perhaps succeed 
in crossing the Mediterranean and 
landing somewhere in southern 
Europe, but it would not have the 
slightest chance in battle against 
the Axis continental armies with 
their millions of well-trained and 
well-equipped troops.”

The Japanese did get a toehold 
on Kiska, but it begins to appear 
that their own toes are going to 
be twisted in that theater.

Tokyo's statesmen, as 
quoted by the Berlin radio, are 
breaking the news to their people 
that “setbacks,” not only in the 
Aleutians but “at home,” are to 
be expected. 


Fishing Grounds Prize. 

What do they mean, “setbacks 
at home’” I think they are think- 
ing of thei Bering Sea fishing 
grounds off Kamchatka. Twenty 
or 30 per cent of the Japanese fish 
diet comes from that region. 
Shrewd naval observers believe, as 
I reported last summer from the 
Aleutians, that it was mainly to 
protect those vital resources that 
the Japanese waged such a bitter 
fight to remain on Kiska. 

No doubt, Tokyo thinks also of 
the new menace to Paramushiro 
and the Northern Kuriles, now:

on Attu. Unless the Japanese are 
fools, they do not dismiss the pos- 
sibility that under cover of the 
Same clouds and fog which shield- 
ed our advances to Adak, Amchit- 
ka and Attu (and made easy their 
own initial seizure of Kiska), we 
May one day land forces in the 
Kuriles themselves.

What of the South Pa- 
cific? One year ago the Solomons 
campaign had not even been com- 
pletely planned. Australia was in 
imminent jeopardy. So were the 
island groups to the north and 
east, with New Hebrides first on 
the enemy list, and then New Cale- 
donia, Samoa, and Fijis and others. 
Had it been able to seize these 
groups, Japan would have secured 
its new-won empire from attacks 
via the south and southwest. On 
our side, we would have been left 
vulnerable to a degree which few 
realized. The whole South Pacific, 
right up to the South American 
coast and the Panama Canal, 
would have been open to big-scale 
Japanese raids. 

But no one in this area now re- 
gards seriously the prospect of 
successful Japanese  offensives 
against our well-organized system 
of South Pacific island bases. 

Instead, attention is occupied by 
the probability of early thrusts of 
some magnitude against the Jap- 
anese themselves, in their North- 
ern Solomons positions; in New 
Britain, Timor, or in two or three 
such areas at once. The now thor- 
oughly unified team of Admiral 
William F. Halsey Jr. and Gen. 
Douglas MacArthur and their sub- 
ordinates are thinking and plan- 
ning in terms of offensive warfare.

Japan’s “Pearl Harbor of the 
South Pacific,” Truk itself, is but 
700 miles north of Rabaul. Bomb- 
ers based on Rabaul would find 
Truk within striking range. It is 
likely that by the time we got Ra- 
baul we would also be able to base 
there enough bomber strength to 
attack Truk daily, or nightly, with 
raids of sufficient magnitude to 
make it untenable for large war- 
ships. 

Thus its present character and 
value as the principal Japanese 
naval base in the South Pacific 
would be destroyed. 

We mightn’t—short of prohib- 
itive prices—be able to seize and 
hold it ourselves. But we could 
deny effectively its use to the 
enemy. Heavy surface units now 
in the habit of basing on Truk 
would be driven, for comparable 
shelter and facilities, far to the 
north and west. But from these 
areas their protective influence 
over northwestern New Guinea 
and the easternmost Indies would 
be weakened gravely. The heart of 
Japan's ‘new Indies empire would 
be laid open. 

Gen. MacArthur, aided and 
abetted by ships and planes of the 
United States fleet, would be 
launched, at last, on the road back 
to Manila. 

As if this were not enough for 
the men of Tokyo to worry about, 
there is Brig. Gen. Claire L. Chen- 
nault’s growing air power in 
China, menacing Japan from the 
west. There are Sir Archibald P. 
Wavell’s forces in the fringes of 
Burma, preparing for eventual 
commencement of a drive to re- 
open overland supply routes to 
Generalissimo Chiang Kai-shek. 

And there is all the while the ex- 
panding American submarine fleet, 
nibbling away at Japan’s interior 
sea communications; now and 
again gouging huge chunks from 
its carefully earmeneeoe shipping 
resources. 


More Optimistic Picture. 

It all adds up to a more op- 
timistic picture of the Pacific war 
than is usually drawn. But I 
think it more nearly the correct 
picture than the impression fos- 
tered by sidelines experts who've 
been criticising the conduct of the 
Pacific war on “strategic grounds,” 
and asserting that all operations 
in the south and southwest have 
been a “strategic waste.” The 
South Pacific war has not been 
fought merely for a “strategically 
unnecessary” objective.

The paramount aim of the Brit- 
ish people, these semi-official 
sources state, is to maintain, wher- 
ever they may be needed, the con- 
ditions necessary for freedom’s 
self-creation. Only Hitler and Tojo 
can quarrel with that objective, 
they say. 

The carefully worded expression, 
it will be seen, is both a defense 
of, and an argument for, the Brit- 
ish Commonwealth of Nations. 
Each of the affiliated nations that 
have reached full maturity also 
has attained independence within 
its own orbit, and is free to do as 
it pleases; nations like India, 
which, the British think, have not 
yet attained the capacity for self- 
rule, are being given the conditions 
necessary for “freedom’s self-crea- 
tion.” 


General Unrest Denied. 

British spokesmen dény that the 
nearly 400 million people of India 
are groaning under the burden of 
British rule. They say Britain’s 
predicament at the fall of France 
would have given the Indians an 
opportune moment to cast off 
such a.yoke, had they wished; 
yet they made no such move. 

It also is pointed out that India 
has raised a volunteer—and the 
word is stressed, volunteer—army 
of more than a million and a half 
men to aid Britain, which is being 
expanded at the rate of 75,000 vol- 
unteers a month. Such voluntary 
aid, it is stressed by the British, 
is given only by those who feel 
free, therefore India must, in 
reality, feel free. 

What most Western people do 
not realize, authoritative British 
officials assert, is that democracy 
is not synonymous with freedom. 


It is hard for those with little 
knowledge of other races to know, 
they contend, that millions of peo- 
ple on the face of the earth are 
“happy” under existing eonditions, 


Education Needed. 


Democracy, they go on, has been 
compared to modern plumbing. 
There are millions of “happy and 
contented folk” who neither have 
it, feel the need for it, or would 
use it properly if it were available. 
They must be educated first to ap- 
preciate it, and then to use it 
properly—necessarily, it is argued, 
a process that takes times. 

History shows that the record of 
the British Empire has been one 
of continuous evolution, these 
spokesmen say. It has been a great 
workshop of democracies and free- 
dom, which already has produced 
great, prosperous and independent 
nations; but, they stress, the work- 
shop has not closed, and new na- 
tions still are in the making, in 
various stages of development.

How the Social Democrats Failed.

section, “Plea for a Democratic Ger- 
many Subject to International Control 
Within a Federation of Europe,” by a 
Washington correspondent, brought 
back old memories. We are reminded 
by the American Friends of German 
Freedom that: “The German labor 
movement in 1864 became a spearhead 
against nineteenth century imperialism.” 

Fifty years later, the movement was 
still going strong. I recall a confident 
declaration by August Bebel, the Social 
Democrats’ prophet in the period just 
before World War I, which was printed 
in the Literary Digest. Bebel was quot- 
ed as saying that an imperialistic war 
by Germany was an impossibility, and 
that if war was declared, the Social 
Democrats would put a stop to it imme- 
diately by the simple expedience of call- 
ing a‘ nationwide strike. Well, what 
happened? 

The assassination at Sarajevo. Aus- 
tria declared war on Serbia, and the 
Kaiser, immaculate in white uniform, 
shining helmet on his head, brand-new 
sword in his scabbard and mustachios 
twirled an extra notch upward, ad- 
dressed the Reichstag. And the Social 
Democrats, instead of paralyzing the 
war effort with a nationwide strike, set 
off post-haste to their regiments. Also, 
as your correspondent reminds us, 
neither did they prevent Hitler’s seizure 
of power. 

Let’s not put too much faith in the 
German Social Democrats. They have 
failed twice miserably. Unless Prus- 
sianism, and all it stands for, and all 
the silly conceited and egotistical non- 
sense about “herrenvolk” that obsesses 
the German mind can be completely 
eradicated, this war might ultimately 
prove to have been fought in vain. This, 
of course, is one of the objectives of the 
A. F. G. F., but it will do well not to 
pin its hopes on the Social Democrats. 
Rather on “international control.” Gobs 
of it!

As this tragic situation unfolds—threatening the 
lives of American soldiers at the front and threat- 
ening the success of our country in a desperate war 
—we are told that the mining towns have taken 
“on the appearance of gay Saturday afternoons, 
with streets crowded with shoppers and pleasure 
seekers.” 

How Hitler must smile as he witnesses what in 
his mind is an example of the decadence and futility 
of the democratic system! 

How the grim Jap war leader, Tojo, must be 
enjoying this evidence of weakness on the part of 
his principal enemy! 


It was Tojo’s newspaper in Tokyo which accurately 
described the first mine strike as “a direct challenge 
to governmental power in wartime.” The strike 
now in effect is an even more direct challenge 
because now the Government has taken over the 
mines and the Stars and Stripes flies at every mine 
tipple. This glorious emblem of American power 
and majesty has been ignored by the miners and 
their leaders. — 

Since Tojo’s newspaper diagnosed the meaning 
of the first coal strike, the President of the United 
States, in a radio broadcast addressed to the nation, 
uttered these solemn words: 

The war is going to go on. Coal will be 
mined, no matter what any individual thinks 
about it. The operation of our factories, our 
power plants, our railroads will not be stopped. 
Our munitions must move to our troops. 

To this John Lewis has replied: “No, Mr. Com- 
mander-in-Chief, coal will not be mined. It will not 
be mined unté# I get my pound of flesh. Coal will 
not be mined until I prove that I can have my way,

set myself up in my home-grown dictatorship. Coal 
will not be mined until I show that I can wreck 
the War Labor Board, defy you to your teeth and 
crown myself emperor of American labor.” 

We do not know what steps President Roosevelt 
will take to uphold the honor and dignity, yes, and 
even the sovereignty of the United States in this 
crisis. 

He has great powers. In timé of war, the Com- 
mander-in-Chief, acting to preserve the nation, can 
do anything to achieve that end. He can arrest 
John L. Lewis and his policy committee and send 
them under armed guard to Governor’s Island. He 
can send troops to every coal pit in the country 
to guarantee safety to any patriotic miner who 
wants to work. He can establish martial law. He 
can draft every miner of suitable age and assign 
him to the task of digging coal. 

But there are greater powers even than these. 
There is the power of the people themselves, ex- 
pressed in a million ways. The people are slow to 
be aroused, but if it becomes necessary to dim-out 
the nation to save fuel, to stop the trains, to close 
down the great armament plants, to tie up ships 
at the dock—all because of John L. Lewis’ mine 
strike—public opinion will express itself in so 


mighty a way that it will cause the miners to creep | 


back to their work with shame in their hearts. 

And added to the irresistible force of public opin- 
ion at home will be the power of public opinion 
abroad represented by the men of our fighting forces, 
many of whom have coal-mining brothers and fathers 
under the domination of John L. Lewis. It was 
reported from London yesterday that the coal strike 
is a major topic of conversation among our troops 
in the British Isles, and the same is true in Attu, 
New Guinea and North Africa. 

Nothing President Roosevelt could do with all 
his war powers could inflict so damaging and per- 
manent a condemnation of the coal strike as the 
righteous and terrible verdict of the American people 
themselves.

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FOOD PLANNING MUST GO ON. . 

The declaration of principle of the United Nations 
Food Conference, now about to adjourn, reads like 
an address of President Roosevelt in “the hundred 
days.” It deals with a subject vitally close to the 
masses of the people, and it does so with the sym- 
pathy and understanding and confidence which char- 
acterized the New Deal at that dark time. 

The statement gets down to fundamentals at once. 
Men, women and children go hungry because of 
poverty—because they do not have the means with 
which to buy the food that would nourish their 
bodies. It is true that there has never been food 
enough to supply all peoples of the world at once 
with a proper diet. But that is not because its 
production was impossible. The reason is that it 
is “useless to produce more food unless men and 
nations provide the markets to absorb it.” 

This was the situation in the early years of the 
New Deal. In the face of want in many quarters 
of the population, food production was restricted 
to prevent surpluses which could not be marketed 
without demoralizing distribution. When restric- 
tion did not ee ate end, surplus commodities 
were bought up and distributed free of charge. 

What is needed first of all, the food conference 
correctly says, is employment in all countries at a 
level which will enable people to purchase the food 
they need for an adequate diet. To achieve this, 
the nations must work together, since no nation by 
itself can achieve its own goal, to say nothing of 
working out the world’s salvation. The delegates, 
therefore, recommend the establishment of a perma- 
nent organization of the United Nations in the field 
of food and agriculture. 

That this recommendation is sound is not open 
to question. Food will be no less important in main- 
taining the peace than it is in winning the war. 

The meeting at Hot Springs, Va., has done little 
more than lay the groundwork for continued, com- 
prehensive planning and co-operation. 

Also in view of the virtually complete victory of 
the press over the ill-advised censorship, it can be 
assumed that no such mistaken restrictions will be 
imposed on the next conference of this kind. Hot 
Springs to date means as much in terms of free- 
dom of speech as it does in terms of freedom from 
want. 
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JACK JANUARY’S FINE WAR PICTURES. 

When a giant, Nazi submarine poked its snout 
above the surface of the North Atlantic in the 
wake of a big convoy a few weeks ago, the first 
man to shoot was Chief Boatswain’s Mate Jack 
January, Coast Guard battle photographer. He 
shot with a camera, and recorded the more deadly 
shots fired by his shipmates aboard the cutter 
Spencer in the four-hour fight with the U-Boat 
that ensued. When the battle ended, the submarine 
had been sunk, the convoy had been saved, some 


| 40 members of the enemy crew had been rescued | 


and January had made one of the finest series 
of sea warfare pictures ever made. Released yes- 
terday by the Navy, his spectacular action shots 
were published in newspapers all over the country. 

The Post-Dispatch congratulates Mr. January, who 
was for eight years a member of its photographic 
staff. He has brought the war at sea vividly home 
to Americans everywhere. His skill and coolness 
in action are a credit to the Coast Guard service. 
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" THE PEOPLE AND BUCK NEWELL. 

Buck Newell, notorious business agent of the 
Hoisting Engineers’ union, was found dead last 
night—murdered. No matter what the motive, this 
violent end to his career hardly comes as a surprise, 

The fact which ought to be surprising is that such 
a career is still possible in our day. What is to be 
said for men who find a Newell useful—both those 
short-sighted employes for whom he enforces arbi- 
trary working conditions and those equally short- 
sighted contractors who find it convenient to cir- 
cumvent free competition by alliances with strong- 
arm hoodlums? 

As a “business partner,” such a man is no more 
than a bandit, a contemporary robber baron. What 
of a society that fails to rid itself of such coercion? 
What of the union that fails to depose him? What 
of the civil authorities who do not come to the aid 
of the rank-and-filers in such an effort? What 
of the public temper which tolerates such indiffer- 
ence? 

Here is an opportunity on the home front to work 
for freedom from fear. 
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ANTI-STRIKE LEGISLATION MOVES AHEAD. 

Next to the large majority by which the Smith- 
Connally anti-strike bill was voted to the floor of 
the House of Representatives, the most significant 
thing about this development is the way in which 
support for the measure crossed party lines. Leading 
Democrats joined with leading Republicans in taking 
this first and long step toward passage. Americans 
who in normal times would fight an anti-strike 
prohibition to the last ditch are ready to see such 
legislation také its place on the wartime statute 
books of the nation. Such is the price of John L. 
Lewis’ continued defiance of the public welfare! 
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By making it more difficult to pay a fortune for 
a steak, the high point value of beef will do its bit 
to bring down the high cost of living. 
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RENEWAL OF THE TRADE PACT LAW. 

Every American citizen and every friendly foreign 
power will benefit from the action taken yesterday 
by the Senate, in completing congressional action 
on extending the President’s authority to make 
reciprocal trade agreements with other countries. 


Though at times in the prolonged debate, there | 


seemed danger that this constructive policy would 
be repudiated, enough of its critics were convinced 
to obtain renewal of the law, with no modification 
except that a two-year instead of a three-year exten- 
sion, as in the past, was voted. 

Reciprocal trade treaties make their greatest con- 
tribution in times of peace. But they can be very 
useful in wartime as well, and the law’s renewal 
notifies the world that America is still committed 
to its course of encouraging harmonious trade rela- 
tions among all countries.

Food for Europe's Starving Children 


Whole generation is slowly dying of hunger in conquered coun- 
tries, relief director says; supplies can be sent in without aiding 
Nazis; no burden on taxpayers here, as exiled governments’ funds 
are available; prompt action urged to preserve allies of democracy. 


A Letter to the New York Times by Howard E. Kershner, Director of Relief in 


Europe for the American Friends’ Service Committee. 


the proposal to feed the children of the 
occupied countries that I would like to 
restate the case, based upon my four years’ 
experience of feeding children in Europe. 


I think all will agree upon the need. A 
whole generation of children is slowly dy- 
ing from starvation. Hundreds of thousands 
have already perished, and even larger 
humbers will be lost unless help is speedily 
forthcoming. I have seen these children, 
and grown-ups as well, in all stages of 
starvation. Some are racked with tubercu- 
losis, which is quickly fatal where under- 
nourishment exists. Others have distended 
stomachs and swollen limbs, which tell the 
same horrible tale. There is, I believe, no 
question about the facts of starvation. 


I am sure my fellow-countrymen want to 
save these children if it can be done with- 
out aiding the enemy. I agree that win- 
ning the war must come first. On the 
ground of military necessity, one might 
justify starving the children if by so doing 
he could starve the enemy, but that can’t 
be done in any event. What is actually 
accomplished by refusing to allow food to 
be sent to the children for limited con- 
trolled feeding operations is the starvation 
of our allies and friends. 


T te pr is s0 much misunderstanding of 


Effect on Postwar World. 


There are few enough democratic people 
in the world at best. How can we hope 
to bring about a satisfactory postwar re- 
construction if the democratic freedom- 
loving people are decimated by starvation, 
while the totalitarians are well fed? 


We will win the war, but we shall lose 
the peace if we allow these people to die. 
No matter what the terms of peace, Ger- 
many will start in after the war at great 
advantage over the democratic countries if 
the latter are reduced in number by dis- 
ease and starvation and those who sur- 
vive rendered subnormal in mind and body. 


When we stop to realize that the people 
of the occupied countries are getting only 
half as much food as the Germans got dur- 
ing and after the last war, and are suf- 
fering from starvation through a _ very 
much longer period of time, we can_ see 
how great the deterioration may be. The 
people of these occupied countries are def!l- 
nitely on our side, and want to help us, but 
there is danger that we may lose a large 
measure of their gratitude if we refuse to 
send them such assistance as may be with- 
in our power. 


An Opinion From France. 


Many Frenchmen have said to me, “We 
love America. We want you to win the 
war, and we will help you, but we know, 
and you know, and we believe the govern- 
ments in Washington and London know, 
that you could save at least some of our 
children without in any way assisting the 
enemy, and we will never forgive you if 
we see our children die before our eyes 
when you could have saved them.” 


It is sometimes said that the occupied 
countries do not want food sent to them. 
Just the opposite is true. Within recent 
weeks, I have talked with the chief offi- 
cials of all these countries. They have 
assured me of their great anxiety and of 
the desperate efforts they are making to 
obtain permission to send food to their 
children, They are our allies, Why should 


) we starve them? 


Specifically, here are the answers to the 
questions often raised against feeding: 


1. After having fed 100,000 French chil- 
dren during the last two years, I know for 
a fact that the Germans have never taken 
a mouthful of our food. 


2. Neither do they take an equivalent 
quantity of French food. I state this as 
an unqualified fact, for each child to whom 
we gave a daily portion of imported food 
had also its full proportionate quantity of 
French food—everything that could be ob- 
tained for it with its own French ration 
card. This proves conclusively that not a 
crumb was left over that the Germans 
could take as a result of our operatipnae. 


No American Funds Needed, 


3. The proposed feeding operations would 
not be a burden to the American taxpayer, 
as there are Norwegian, Belgian, Dutch 
and French funds in this country sufficient 
to purchase any quantity of food which it 
is proposed to send. These funds can be 
unblocked by our Government, 


4. It cannot be- argued that we cannot 
save the children because we have a food 
shortage here, for we still have a large 
surplus of grains, and the small quantities 
of fat, meat and milk required could be 
brought from South America. Neither can 
it be argued that the South American food 
is required for ourselves and our Allies, for 
we have not at present sufficient Allied 
shipping to move all of it. A little of it 
could be devoted to saving these children 
without depriving us of anything. 


5. Shipping is not a problem, for neutral 
ships which cannot be hired for the war 
effort are available to transport food from 
South America or the United States to the 
occupied countries as neutral ships are now 
taking food from Canada to Greece. 


The International Red Cross is ready to 
assume responsibility for distribution and 
to: use Swedish and Swiss personnel, the 
same as it does in Greece. 


No Interference in Greece. 


I should like to mention the idle rumor 
about 40 per cent of the food going to 
Greece being taken by the Germans. I 
have seen two letters within the last two 
days from high Red Cross officials deny- 
ing these rumors, and I have been assured 
in very high circles both tn London and 
Washington that the Greek relief opera- 
tion is proceeding satisfactorily. 


Whenever approached, Germany has al- 
ways agreed to give safe conduct for relief 
food shipments. If, however, she should 
refuse them, of course food could not be 
sent. In that event, we could tell the peo- 
ple of the occupi@d countries that we were 
ready and willing to feed them, but that 
their masters would not permit it. This 
would give us great psychological advan- 
tage, and we would continue to enjoy their 
affection and gratitude. 


Until we make the effort, however, we 
are not blameless, and must bear a con- 
siderable part of the responsibility for the 
loss of a generation of children.

Conquered Greece Fights on 
In War of Endless Sabotage 


‘Miracle in Hellas,” by Betty Wason. (Macmiliaa 

OCo., New York.) 

HE Greeks have a word for it—and 
that word is valor. 

This book is the story of Greece under 
Axis occupation. It is a tale of little people 
—of ordinary citizens who act as self-ap- 
pointed spies, of villagers who raid and 
harass Axis arsenals and supply lines, of 
guerrilla fighters who swoop out of the 
hills to avenge their betrayed people. 

The author, a former staff correspondent 
for CBS, was in Greece from August, 1940, 
until July, 1941, a period covering the Axis 
invasion and the fall of Athens. Her book 
is the result of observations made during 
that time, plus confidential reports she has 
received since her return to the States. 

Her story is in two parts. The first con- 
cerns itself with the events leading up to 
the invasion, the bewilderment and panic 
the Greeks experienced, the inadequacy of 
their air power and the inability of the 
Greek to accept the conditions forced upon 
him. The second part tells a simple but 
powerful story of a valiant people fighting 
against tyranny

Miss Wason writes “The 
white streets are silent with a heavy 
silence, throbbing, powerful. The pillars 
of the Parthenon look like a perféct ivory 
miniature, and the Acropolis, the temple 
and core of every Greek heart, is the most 
real thing in Athens. THere is a scarlet 
flag marked with’a swastika flying from 
the Acropolis now. Also, there is an Italian 
flag, and, nearly lost between them, the 
blue and white Greek flag. The sight of 
those flags enrages every true Greek, and 
each time he looks at them, hatred grows 
more bitter inside him. The Acropolis is 
not a place to display flags. The Acropolis 
is a temple.”

Anarchy rules in occupied Greece. Mur-~ 
der is praised as long as it is the murder 
of the enemy. Theft is an act of great cour 
age. Everything is reversed, for there is 
only one law—to make life as difficult as 
possible for the armies of occupation.. 

Miss Wason writes: “Something has hap- 
pened in Greece that is bigger than gov 
ernment, bigger than any individual par 
ticipating in the war. That same magnifi- 
cent impulsion seems to be a rekindling of 
the fire of ancient Hellas—a fire born of 
the desire to see justice granted to the in- 
dividual, recognizing the dignity of each 
human being as a living entity.” The 
miracle of the modern Hellas in carrying 
on for freedom despite her handicap will 
again bring glory to Athens, and that glory 
wilfiave been won by valiant men.

FDSEL. FORD ESTATE 
SET AT 200 MILLION 


Ford Foundation 's Major 
Beneficiary — 12 Million 
Tax Estimated. 


DETROIT, June 3 (AP).—The will 
of Eidsel Bryant Ford*?was filed 
for probate today, and, because it 
bequeathed the greater part of his 
Ford Motor Co. stock to the Ford 
Foundation, attorneys estimated 
estate inheritance and transfer 
taxes might not amount to much 
more than 12 million dollars. Ear- 
lier reports, based solely on con- 
jecture, had placed the possible 
tax at as much as 200 million dol- 
lars. 

Attorneys said the estate itself 
probably would amount to 200 mil- 
lion dollars. 

Edsel Ford, only son of Henry 
Ford and late president of the 
Ford Motor Co., died last week at 
the age of 49. 

The Ford Foundation, a non- 
profit corporation, was organized 
in 1936 for educational and other 
purposes. Gifts to organizations of 
its type are not taxable. 

That portion of the Ford stock 
not bequeathed to the foundation 
is left in equal shares to Mrs. 
Eleanor Clay Ford, the widow, and 
each of the four children — Henry 
Ford II, Bénson Ford, Mrs. Wal- 
ter Buhl Ford II and William Clay 
Ford The widow is made execu- 
trix. 

The Ford Motor Co. is capitalized 
at 100 million dollars—20 million 
shares at $5 a share, of which 
but 8,452,900 shares were outstand- 
ing as of Sept. 1, 1942. Ninety-five 
per cent of the company stock, 
known as “Class A,” is non-voting; 
5 per cent, known as “Class B” is 
voting stock. 

Latest available data indicate 
Henry Ford held 55 per cent of 
the stock; Edsel Ford 41% per 
cent and Mrs. Henry Ford 3% per 
cent. Each held “Class B"” stock 
in proportion to his or her holding 
of “Class A” stock. 

Edsel Ford also owned or con- 
trolled a majority of the stock in 
the Manufacturers National Bank 
of Detroit. This bank stock as 
well as the family estate on Lake 
Shore road, Grosse Pointe Shores, 
and all the deceased’s personal ef- 
fects are left to the widow. 

All other real estate in Michigan 
held by Edsel Ford and several 
other pieces of property go to the 
foundation, while a mansion at 
Seal Harbor, Me., the White Hart 
Inn in New.Hampshire and a resi- 
dence in Florida are left to Mrs. 
Edsel Ford. 

The will was signed on July 15, 
1936. The Ford Foundation was 
incorporated six months earlier. 
It performs various functions, in- 
cluding the promotion of educa- 
tion and beneficences of several 
kinds. It contributes to the sup- 
port of Greenfield Village, to the 
Greenfield Village schools and the 
Edison Institute, all in Dearborn, 
and the Henry Ford Hospital in 
Detroit. It also has’ promoted a 
large real estate development not 
far from the Ford parent factory 
at River ie ge. 


FLOYD B. ODLUM TAKES OVER

WASHINGTON June 3 (AP).— 
A vast new postwar program of 
social security was envisioned to- 
day by Senator Wagner (Dem.), 
New York, in legislation he said 
he had drafted for immediate in- 
troduction 

Sponsored jointly oy Senator 
Murray (Dem.) Montana, the pro- 
posed bill was described by Wag- 
mer as “an American plan,’ con- 
taining many variations from the 
British Beveridge “cradle-to-the- 
grave’ proposal, 

It would establish a 6 per cent 
employe and a 6 per cent employer 
contribution on all wages and sal- 
aries up to $3000 a year to finance 
a national social insurance sys- 
tem consisting of: 

1. A national system of public 
employment offices. 

2. Old age and survivors’ insur- 
ance. 

3. Permanent disability insur- 
ance and lump sum death benefits. 

4. Protection for the social se- 
curity rights of men and women 
in the military service. 

5. Unemployment insurance. 

6. Temporary disability insur- 
ance and maternity benefits. 

7. Medical and hospitalization 
insurance. 

8. Unemployment allowances 
upon termination of military serv- 
ice. . 

Wagner asserted the measure 
covered broadly the economic haz- 
ards of average people “through- 
out their lifetime.” 

“It increases the old age benefit 
allowances for workers and their 
families,” he said, “and extends 
coverage to 15 millions now ex- 
cluded, such as farm workers and 
domestic servants, employes of non- 
profit institutions, and the inde- 
pendent farmer, professional and 
gma!l] business man.’ 

It is being offered “simply as 
a basis for legislative study and 
consideration,” Wagner said, and 
contrasts with the Beveridge plan, 
which he said “puts more than 
half the cost on the general Treas- 
ury in the very first year of op- 
eration.” 


DRIVE PLANNED TO EDUCATE 
NATION ON USE OF FOOD 


WASHINGTON, June 3 (AP).— 
Food Administrator Chester C. 
Davis announced yesterday that 
President Roosevelt had approved 
plans for a nation-wide campaign 
to educate the American people on 
the use and conservation of food. 

“If you have understanding and 
if you have the willing co-opera- 
tion of the people,” Davis said 
after a conference with the Presi- 
dent, “You lift a lot of strain off 
rationing and other programs.” 

Asked whether the campaign 
meant serious food shortages were 
expected, Davis said it did not 
mean that at all, but added that 
“there are more claimants for the 
food supply, of course.”

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British Cite Freedom 


To Justify Commonwealth 
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these questions cannot be “guaran- 


teed,” what iustification exists for 
change? 
Risk of Chaos. 

Practical, common sense dic- 
tates against such an international 
body the British contend. When 
so much of the fabric of civiliza- 
tion has been destroyed, it is cer- 
tain “folly” to pull to pieces a 
world-wide organization which, 
with all its faults, they assert em- 
phatically, is functioning reason- 
ably well, merely to substitute an 
untried organization. They sum 
up: There will be sufficient chaos 
without risking more, 

Many who criticise the British 
Empire are misled by its name, it 
is further asserted. The man who 
coined the title ‘British Common- 
wealth of Nations” was well aware 
of this fact, knew that the word 
“empire” had military connotations 
not applicable to a world organ- 
ization that was constantly seek- 
ing greater freedom for its mem- 
bers. The man was Field Mar- 
shal J. C. Smuts, who, it is pointed 
out, was fighting against England 
40 years ago in a campaign in 
which Winston Churchill was a 
war correspondent, 

Freedom of Action. 

The Irish Free State, by remain- 

ing neutral, provided a clear proof 


of the freedom of members of the 
British Commonwealth, and aston- 
ishing numbers of foreigners still 
do not realize that the component 
states of the Commonwealth are 
as free as the 48 United States, it 
is said. Perhaps, it is contended, 
the Commonwealth affiliates are 
even freer, for it is difficult to 
imagine Missouri or California or 
any other member of the United 
States refusing to get in the fight. 


Yet, it is argued, not only the 
brish Free State, but also Canada, 
Australia, South Africa and New 
Zealand could have remained neu- 
tral, or even joined the Axis had 
they wished, It is true, they admit, 
that other parts of the British 
Commonwealth that have not yet 
attained complete independence 
might have been unable to remain 
neutral even if they had wished 
to do so. But the Government in 
England could never have com- 
pelled the “magnificent and un- 
stinted” help in the war effort, it 
is maintained 


In perspective, they declare, it 
can be seen that the British Com- 
monwealth has been correctly de- 
fined as the widest system of or- 
ganized freedom that has ever ex- 
isted in history, and is synony- 
mous with what the United Na- 
tions are fighting to preserve— 
freedom. 


GHOST OF 1918 
WALKING AGAIN 
THROUGH REICH 
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ARMY HABIT IN 
NORTH AFRICA 
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had finally and completely been 
exorcised. 

The debacle of 1918 had been, 
it was argued, the result of a 
number of factors, among them 
(1) the necessity of waging an ex- 
hausting two-front war; (2) the 
in . advance 
against the debilitating effects on 
Germany of the British blockade; 
(3) weaknesses that developed on 
the German home front; (4) the 
belatedness of the German coun- 
ter-blockade of Britain; (5) the ex- 
cessive duration of the war which 
made it possible for an unprepared 
America to swing the balance in 
favor of the Allies.

Reich Was Prepared. 
ERMANY began this war with 
great stocks of war necessities; 

with an elaborate industrial plant 
especially built for war purposes; 
with a population even more doc- 
ile than usual; with an army not 
only very large but also very mod- 
ern and very well trained; and 
with an air force that was the 
largest and best in the world. 

She was far better prepared in 
1939 than she had been in 1914 to 
carry out a counter blockade of 
Britain. Above all Hitler had 
played his diplomatic cards so 
skillfully that when hostility broke 
out the war was, for all intents 
and purposes, a one-front war. It 
remained a one-front war for three 
years, 

Despite all the victories of 1939, 
1940, 1941 and 1942, and the years 
of preparation that preceded these 
victories, the spectre of 1918 is 
again haunting the Reich. 

Hopes of that victory which Hit- 
ler so often used to tell them was 
just around the corner have been 
shattered. Failure in Russia, fail- 
ure in Africa, the constant and in- 
creasingly heavy raids on German 
cities have taken their toll of Ger- 
many’s war capacity and weak- 
ened the morale of her people. 

In the midst of this growing de- 
spair, the Nazis cling to one last 
hope. Perhaps if Germany can just 
hold out long enough, they say 
to themselves, her enemies will 
sooner or later become s0 war- 
weary that they will agree to a 
compromise peace. That is no 
doubt why for the last six months 
there has been an unceasing em- 
phasis both in German domestic 
and in her foreign propaganda on 
Germany’s defensive strength.

Generals Remember. 
ERE again the spectre of 1918 
is beginning to plague the Ger- 
mans, 

After all, in 1918 Germany was 
not fighting a two-front war but 
a one-front war, Russia was 
knocked out early that year and 
forced to sign the Treaty of Brest- 
Litovsk. As a consequence of that 
development, Ludendorf was able 
to shift a large pumber of men 
from the Eastern”to the Western 
Front and, thus strengthened, the 
German Army in the west was to 
launch five formidable offensives 
against the British, French and 


American forces in the spring and 


early summer of that year. But 
these offensives only exhausted the 
Reich and hastened the day of her 
doom, 

The German generals remember

ern Front this year might not, as 
did the Ludendorff offensives of 
1918, hasten Germany’s collapse,

Thus, if Sweden were forced into 
the war on our side, its fleet would 
go far to neutralize what has up 
to this time been an almost com- 
plete German naval command of 
the Baltic. Should Turkey become 
one of the United Nations, its fleet 
and its bases would clinch our na- 
val command of the Black Sea. 
Should complete French unity be 
achieved at Algiers, almost certain- 
ly the French warships at Mar- 
tinique and Guadeloupe would be 
added to the French fieet now 
operating with us. The Spanish 
fleet is the only neutral naval force 
which the Axis could conceivably 
get hold of and its value to them, 
under existing conditions, must be 
considered very doubtful. 


This world-wide naval picture 
must be viewed in its relation to 
the apparent decline of the Ger- 
man submarine campaign in the 
Atlantic Ocean. The submarine is 
being fought, not by battleships 
and cruisers and big naval car- 
riers, but by escort vessels, escort 
carriers and various types of pa- 
trol aircraft. In general, the anti- 
submarine weapons of the Atlantic 
are not the types most needed for 
the long-range naval warfare of 
the Pacific, though this is not 
wholly so in all instances. But 
certainly, if the submarine war 
continues to go badly for Ger- 
many, the increase in available 
merchant tonnage will be felt in 
the Pacific and will form a use- 
ful supplement to our growing na- 
val strength in that theater. 


From the naval point of view, 
the outlook is a gloomy one for 
the Axis, and particularly for Ja- 
pan, all of whose enterprises are 
so entirely dependent on sea 
power. As the pressure on Japa- 
nese sea lanes increases, so will 
increase the Japanese tendency to 
take a desperate chance at reliev- 
ing that pressure by a fleet action;

YEAR’S PROGRESS 
IN PACIFIC: JAPAN 
NOW THREATENED 


Continued From Page One. 


Japanese from a number of points 
on a vast perimeter extending from 
Attu in the north, round by way 
of the Solomons and New Guinea 
to interior China. We will hit 
them some more, at the same 
points, and at new points. A suc- 
cessful major break-through at any 
of these points would instantly 
and mortally imperil the whole 
Japanese defensive structure and 
transform Tokyo’s misgivings to 
panic. Our Pacific war planners 
are taking maximum advantage of 
Japan’s greatest weakness, which 
is a combination of its over- 
extended lines, and its shortage of 
the productive facilities necessary 
to shore up those lines at all vuk 
nerable points. 


As to Halsey’s Forecast. 

No one should expect decisive 
results from this strategy immedi- 
ately, nor even in the early future, 
We are still fighting the Pacific 
war with one hand, and that hand 
partially tied behind us, because 
of the needs of Europe. Those who 
took Admiral Halsey’s forecast of 
victory in 1943 literally are in for 
disappointment. After talking with 
Halsey, I am sure he did not in- 
tend to be taken literally. He was 
thoroughly sick of all the talk 
about Japanese supermen and the 
invincible Japanese fighting forces. 
He wished to show his contempt 
for the enemy as a means both of 
giving our own forces a lift in 
morale, and of shaming the Jap- 
anese out into the open. No one 
was more surprised than the Ad- 
miral at the deadpan seriousness 
with which home front commenta- 
tors accepted his purposely exag- 
gerated statement. 


Criticism of the Navy’s so-called 
“island by island” strategy in the 
South Pacific is particularly mis- 
informed, The term is a mis 
nomer even when applied to Guad- 
alcanal, “Islands (plural) by island 
(singular),” is a more accurate 
statement. By the single seizure 
of Guadalcanal we secured our hold 
on the myriad of vitally important 
island groups to the east and 
south. By the seizure of one. or 
two additional islands we would 
clear the Japanese out of the Solo- 
mons altogether and shake their 
present strong grip on the Gilberts 
and Carolines, and perhaps the 
Marshalls as well. “Island by 
island, is it?” said the naval staff 
officer quoted at the beginning of 
this article. “Well, if the Japs 
continue to employ the tactics they 
used in the Guadalcanal fight, it 
will take one, or two, or at most 
three more islands to knock them 


right out of this war!”

Southworth Tells 
Why the Cards Won. 


ILLY SOUTHWORTH, man- 

ager of the Cardinals, turns 

author in this week’s Satur- 
day Evening Post and tells some 
interesting things about the Red- 
bird team of 1942 that won the 
world championship by defeating 
the fabulous Yankees in a four- 
straight, five-game series. 


Southworth is to be excused 
for calling the team “the great- 
est that ever stepped on a ball 
field.” According to his story he 
told the boys just that in a club- 
house meeting just before the 
fifth game of the series with the 
Yankees. To say any team is 
the greatest is any man’s privi- 
lege, and while many persons, re- 
calling for instance the Cardi- 
nals of 1931, or the Yankees of. 
their most brilliant years, will 
smile at Southworth’s statement, 
that is unimportant. The team 
did accomplish a great feat, for 
it did: the seemingly impossible 
in overtaking the Dodgers and it 
surprised most observers, and 
virtually everybody in the East, 
by making the Yankees crack 
wide open. 


Team spirit, 100 per cent co- 
operation at all times, with no 
trace of individualism, did the 
trick, Southworth says, and he 
explains that when Bobo New- 
s0m was on the market last sum- 
mer the Cardinals were not in- 
terested because Bobo, an indi- 
vidualist, wouldn't fit into the 
Redbird scheme of things.

“Our shortstop sets up this 
play when the pitcher pauses on 
the mound to check the base 
runners,” Billy explains, “by 
making one or two _ feints to 
drive the runner back to the bag. 
The pitcher then throws to the 
plate. That throw is necessary 
to the play, because it deter- 
mines whether the batter is up 
there to hit. In that final inning 
we learned that Priddy was up 
there to hit. Cooper, our catch- 
er, then signed for a pitchout. 


“This sign tells Marion, the 
shortstop, that he is free to 
roam. He roams. The runner 
on second takes a bigger lead. 
The pitcher winds up. Not a 
revealing move is made by the 
shortstop until the pitch is about 
10 feet from the plate. By then, 
all eyes—especially those of the 
runner and his coaches—are cer- 
tain to be on the ball, 


“At this point the shortstop 
breaks for the bag, timing his 
start when the runner’s weight 
is on the foot nearest third base. 
It takes exactly two seconds and 
a perfect throw to have the 
shortstop waiting with the ball. 
Try scrambling over 15 or 20 
feet of earth from off-balance in 
two seconds!” 

Billy also mentions the pick- 
off play at third base, used with 
deadly effect several times dur- 
ing the season, but says he can’t 
explain it—“it’s information help- 
ful to the enemy.” 


Maybe Everybody Showed 
Southworth Their Books. 
S OUTHWORTH makes one 

that we would question. 
Stating that “strictly from hun- 
ger” and “poorly paid” propa- 
ganda, floated to explain the 


Cardinals’ 1942 success was en- 
tirely out of order, he writes, 


“In the past 15 years, only one 
team of players has received 
more money than the Car- 
dinals.” 


That, of course, might be one 
of those well-disguiged state- 
ments. The meaning might be 
that only one team has paid its 
players in a 15-year period more 
money than the Cardinals have 
paid their players over a 15-year 
period. That might be true. But 
the average reader will take the 
meaning to be that only one 
major league baseball team in 
the last 15 years, received more 
money in one year than the 
Cardinals paid their athletes of 
1942, 


It is our opinion that the 
Cardinals have paid _ several 
teams more than they paid the 
team of 1942, which was only 
to be expected. The lineup was 
studded with young players, not 
yet in the upper salary brackets. 
Surely the Cardinals of 1934, for 
instance, with Frisch, Collins, 
Durocher and Martin, the Deans 


and Medwick, or the Cardinals 
of a year or two later, when 
those heroes had fatter con- 
tracts, received more money in 
salary than did the 1942 Car- 
dinals. 


And how about the Yankees 
when Ruth, Gehrig, Dickey, 
Rolfe, Ruffing and others were 
on the roster? Our guess would 
be that the Yankees of their 
glamorous years had a higher 
payroll, or the Detroit Tigers of 
pennant and post-pennant years, 
Or the Giants of Terry, Ott, 
Hubbell and Bartell. 


But if the meaning is that 
over a 15-year period only one 
club fared better, that can be 
accepted. For over the years the 
Cardinals who developed into 
stars have been paid as well as 
the stars anywhere,

INCREASE OF 1000 
PCT.IN RABID DOGS

Dr. E. G. McGavran, St. Louis 
County Health Commissioner, dis- 
cussing the bill for county rabies 


contro] which has been killed by 
a State Senate committee, de 
clared today that the number of 
rabid dogs in St. Louis County has 
increased 1000 per cent in the last 
year. 

“The number of persons bitten 
every month this year is several 
times the total for corresponding 
months of last year,” Dr. McGav- 
ran said. “In rate of increase, the 
rabies problem in the county is 
even worse than that of thé city.” 

Joseph Kruegel, deputy health 
officer of Kirkwood, reported to- 
day, that in May seven cases of 
rabies were discovered in Kirk- 


wood and 37 complaints received 
by his office concerning vicious 
and rabid dogs. 

“Many parents are actually 
afraid to allow their children to 
travel by street car and to walk 
any distance because of fear of 
dogs,” Kruegel asserted. 

Police reported this morning 
that 29 persons in St, Louis were 
bitten by dogs in the last two days. 

Senator Otto L. Lietchen, chair- 
man of the Senate Committee on 
Public Health, said that the bill, 
which had the support of the State 
Health Department, the County 
Health Department, the County 
Chamber of Commerce and the 
Mayors. of many municipalities, 
was evidently thought by some 
Senators to be “just creating an- 
other job.” Senator Joseph Fal- 
zone, sponsor of the bill, regret- 
ting the action of the committee, 
said that large unincorporated 
areas in St. Louis County made 
imperative county-wide provision 
for licensing dogs.

Two warning signs 
were posted near the sinkhole 
when the drowning occurred, ac- 
cording to testimony at the in- 
quest. 

Young Minzer, son of Mr. and 
Mrs. Charles Minzer, 1510A South 
Tenth street, was a first-grade 
pupil at Old Trinity Lutheran 
Church, 812 Soulard street, and 
was attending the school’s annual 
picnic. While playing tag he fell 
into the sinkhole, the surface of 
which appeared solid as the result 
of a covering of leaves. 

Mrs. Junalee Boly, 1823A South 
Eighth street, mother of Rogers 
Boly, another first-grade pupil, 
narrowly escaped drowning when 
she waded into the hole in an un- 
successful effort to reach the 
Minz@r boy. She was rescued and 
was treated for exposure at Max 
C, Starkloff Hospital.

PACIFI SEDITION 
VASE OF NEGROES 
IN ADVISEMENT 


Two Leaders of Movement 
Accused—Decision Not 
Expected Before Next 

Week.

The case in which two Negroes, 
David D. Erwin and General Lee 
Butler, are charged with sedition 
in thei leadership of the Pacific 
Movement of the Eastern World, 
which the Government charges was 
sponsored by Japanese, wag taken 
under advisement by United States 
District Judge Fred L. Wham at 
East St. Louis yesterday at con- 
clusion of legal arguments. 

It was indicated that no decision 
would be given before next week. 


Maximum punishment on the two 
charges are five years in prison 
and $10,000. fine for conspiracy to 
violate the sedition act, and two 
Sears and $10,000 for congpiracy to 
interfere with the selective service 
act. 

Much of the argument con- 
cerned the legal definition of con- 
spiracy and whether the Govern- 
ment’s charge of conspiracy to vio- 


late the wartime sedition statute 
and the Selective Service Act of 
1940 could be sustained by evidence 
eoncerning acts before war was 
declared and the Selective Service 
Act passed. 

Time a Factor, 

Jnited States Attorney Ray 
Foreman, who represented the 
Government at the trial last month, 
argued, after reviewing the evi- 
dence, that the alleged conspiracy 
was a continuing one, which be- 
came sedition when war was de- 
clared, and went on until the time 
of Butler’s arrest last September. 
~. Defense Attorney George L. 
Vaughn contended that if any con- 
spiracy existed it had been con- 
cluded before the Japanese attack 
on Pearl Harbor. In any event, he 
argued, the charge could not be 
sustained against the Pacific Move- 
ment, which was indicted with 
Erwin and Butler and an unidenti- 
fied Japanese, since the sedition 
statute contained a clause provid- 
ing for the death penalty, not ap- 
plicable to a corporation, which 
likewise could not violate the Se- 
lective Service Act. 

“Tt is ridiculous to think,” 
Vaughn declared, “that the Japan- 
ese would select a group of poor, 
illiterate people to spread their 
propaganda—a group which even 
had difficulty in keeping up pay- 
ments on its meeting hall.” 
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Vaughn said that, as a whole, 
Negroes in this country were loyal 
to the Government, Foreman, in 
response, agreed that this was so 
but said the Negro race was not 
under indictmént, but merely the 
two .defendants “who used their 
position of leadership to create 
disloyalty.” 

Japanese. Connection. 

At the trial, in which a jury was 
waived, both Erwin, president of 
the Pacific Movement, and Butler, 
former president, denied that the 
organization was pro-Japandése or 
sponsored by Japanese. 

The Post-Dispatch disclosed a 
year ago that the movement was 
organized in 1932. by Ashima 
Takis, a Filipino, who said he was 
a Japanese and was working un- 
der direction of the Japanese 
Black Dragon Society. Takis tes- 
tified for the Government. He was 
brought back from the Federal 
Correctional Institute, Sandstone, 
Minn., where he is serving a term 
for forgery of a money order. 


TUGWELL DENIES 
THEORETICAL GOAL 


SWAYS POLICIES 


Tells Congressmen to In- 
vestigate Island Agen- 
cies for Themselves, 
Then Decide. 


‘SAN JUAN, Puerto Rico, June 8 
(AP) ew A congressional investi- 
gating committee was told yester- 
day by Gov. Rexford G. Tugwell 
that new Puerto Rican govern- 
mental agencies were “created to 
deal with critical situations” and 
were not ‘the result of any phi- 
lésophy or theoretical purpose.” 
Asserting that such agencies as 
the Development Bank had been 


set up “to increase enterprise and’ 


to help the employment situations” 
on the island, Tugwell aske:l, ihe 
committee, headed by Represc-te 
tive C. Jasper Bell’ (Dem.), Mis- 
souri, to examine each closely be- 
fore concluding that they form 
part of any “scheme to suppress 
private enterprise.” 

Representative James Domen- 
geaux (Dem.), Louisiana, sug- 
gested that perhaps private capital 
was afraid to invest in loca] in- 
dustries, but Tugwell replied that 
between 50 and 60 million dollars 
had been lying idle in Puerto 
Rican banks for “many years.” 

Domengeaux asserted it was 
Tugwell’s philosophy waeed had 
occasioned the fear. 

“IT am not so innocent as not to 
know what you are driving at,” 
Tugwell replied. “It has been 
frequently said in the press and 
other places that these agencies 
are part of a scheme to suppress 
private enterprise or enable the 
Governor to control the Puerto 
Rican government. I want you to 
examine each closely and see for 
yourself.” 

During the hearing Representa- 
tive Fred lL. Crawford (Rep.), 
Michigan, asserted that the future 
of Puerto Rico, particularly its 
sugar industry, was “none _ too 
bright” because mechanical de- 
vices available for postwar har- 
vesting and planting would force 
from 25 to 40 per cent of field la- 
borers off payrolls, 

Tugwell’s statement that he be- 
lieved most Puerto Ricans favored 
eventual statehood was disputed 
by Luis Munoz Marin, president of 
the Puerto Rican Senate. Marin 
said he personally was opposed be- 
cause he did not think the island's 
“economy could stand the double 
burden of Fedéral. and State tax- 
ation.”

Guard Skin Against Freckle 


Don't Try to Banish Them With Strong Chemical Bleach. 


NE of the most common of 
()summer beauty problems is 

freckles. And I want to state 
at once that I think too much im- 
portance is attached by the average 
woman to the presence of a few 
freckles. A sprinkling of freckles 
adds piquancy and charm to any 
face, and only those women who 
have too heavy a covering of 
freckles should attempt to get rid 
of them. 

A freckle is a small yellowish 
or brown spot in the skin — a 
localized collection of pigment 
which is Nature’s effort to screen 
out the harmful chemical rays of 
the sun. Only thin, sensitive and 
light skins freckle noticeably for 
other types of skin are tough 
enough to take care of the sun's 
rays. 

Summer freckles disappear usu- 
ally after sun exposure has ended, 
although some freckles do persist 
throughout the year. If you are a 
certain type of blonde or a red- 
head, sun exposure will usually re- 
sult in a crop of sew freckles, so

prevention should be your rule, 
rather than cure. If you take the 
sun, see that your skin is ade- 
quately protected by a sun screen 
cream or sheltered by a large head 
covering. 


Never use a strong chemical 
bleach on your skin to banish 
freckles. Experiment if you wish 
with pure lemon juice applied with 
a camel’s hair brush and allowed 
to remain on the skin for a half 
hour before removal with cool milk. 
That is a mild and safe bleach and 
does tend to reduce the prominence 
of the pigment. 

In addition to lemon juice there 
is a lemon-oatmeal pack which 
might be used twice a week. This 
is how to prepare it: 


Mix the white of one egg and 
the juice of one lemon, and add 
sufficient almond meal or oatmeal 
to make a thin paste. Apply this 
to the area which is freckled 


— 


whether it is on your face or chest 
or arms and leave it until it has 
thoroughly dried. Then rinse off 
with warm water. 

For persistent freckles which 
refused to be bleached there is 
one alternative — to cover them 
with a tinted foundation cream or 
lotion. Use a shade a bit deeper 
than your unblemished skin tone, 
and select powder to match exact- 
ly. Do not attempt to match the 
foundation cream and powder to 
the freckle pigment or you will 
look very odd. There are several 
opaque paste powders which cover 
also, with which you might experi- 
ment. 


But freckles are not the beauty 
curse that acne can be. Acne 
sufferers may find help in Miss 
Lindsay's booklet No. 601, “The 
Acne Diet,” prepared by an emi- 
nent nutritionist.

no trump or four spades. It would 


have been far sounder for South to 
bid three no trump than to con- 
tract voluntarily for 11 tricks. If 
West had had the vision to open 
the heart king against five dia- 
monds, declarer would have found 
himself in a hopelesg position. 
Actually, however, West opened 
the club king. Declarer won, drew 
the outstanding trumps, then en- 
tered dummy with a heart in order 
to take the spade finesse. This 
finesse succeeded, but for all the 
good it did declarer it might as 
well have failed. Declarer still had 
to lose a spade, a heart, and a club 
and thus his contract went up the 
flue. -

with a bad contract, the least he 
should have done was to use the 
line of play that had a good chance 
to bring home that contract. After 
drawing trumps he should not

WASHINGTON, Wednesday. 

OST of us have heavy hearts 
MM enout the coal strike these 

days. Perhaps many of us 
have a share in the blame. Basi- 
cally, however, one undeniable fact 
is plain. In wartime a promise was 
given not to strike and, at that 
time, the War Labor Board was 
set up as the final court after con- 
ciliation had failed. Like it or 
not, all sides, it seems to nf¥, must 
accept its decision. 

One thing keeps coming up be- 
fore me. Sons of the men who 
work in mines are flying planes, 
or shooting guns or driving tanks, 
in far off places. We may have 
hardships here, but they do not 
equal what these boys face when 
there are no airplanes to protect 
them overhead as they make their 
atiack or when they are short of 
guns and tanks, Coal ig vital to the 
production of war weapons. 

When everything else is sald and 
done, this is the question that the 
parents of these boys will ask 
themselves as they sit idly day by 
day—“‘Are we making it harder for 
our boys?” They trust you, Mr. 
John L. Lewis, are you letting 
them down? Mr. Operators, how 
will your sons feel? 

I keep repeating the fact, that 
we in this country are a nation of 
many racial origins bound together

the truth of this was given at the 
Cleveland, Ohio, airport, last Sat- 
urday.

go dry, 

Creamed Peas and New Potatoes. 

One pound new potatoes, two 
pounds fresh peas (one and one- 
half cup shelled); one tablespoon 
finely sliced green onion; one cup 
boiling water; one and one-fourth 
teaspoon salt; one-half cup evap- 
orated milk; two tablespoons mar- 
garine; two tablespoons chopped 
parsley. 

Scrape potatoees and if they are 
larger than a good sized walnut 
cut them in half or in quarters, 
Cover and cook the potatoes, 
shelled peas and onions in the 
boiling salted water for 15-20 
minutes or until vegetables are 
tender. Add the milk and the 
shortening and simmer very slow- 
ly until liquid is somewhat thick- 
ened. Add the chopped parsley 
just before serving. 4 servings.

History of 
Patient Aids 


In Diagnosis | 


By . 
Logan Clendening, M. D. 


ESTERDAY in discussing the 

methods which the modern 

physician uses to make a diag- 
nosis in order to find out what is 
the matter with his patient and to 
get acquainted with the patient 
himself in order to prescribe treat- 
ment wisely, we discussed in detail 
the first step which is taken, name- 
ly the gathering of the patient’s 
history of his illness. 

The average patient in this mod- 
ern age is inclined to underrate 
the importance of this item. He 
has become familiar with the many 
machines the modern physician 
uses and ascribes to them, as he 
does to all machines, an inhuman 
kind of accuracy. He is inclined 
to believe, therefore, that what he 
tells the physician about bis symp- 
toms is very much less portant 
than what can be gathered by the 
precision machines. 

He also is conscious of the vague- 
ness and inaccuracy of a good deal 
of his own testimony. No two peo- 
ple describe an event, even if they 
have just witnessed it, exactly the 
same or exactly accurately. How 
much less exact then must be the 
testimony of a person about his 
own feelings. He is not a geod 
judgc of himself. 

The physician, however, cnows 
all of this and frames his questions 
to overcome the inherent inaccur- 
acy. Then too, symptoms have a 
way of falling into patterns and 
the doctor of wide experience can 
usually tell when the patient is 
drawing the long bow and when 
he is sticking strictly to the truth. 

x * 

THERE IS A SERIES of articles 
which appear in the “New England 
Journal of Medicine,” which many 
of my professional friends read 
religiously, week by week. These 
are stenographic accounts of a con- 
ference at the Massachusetts Gen- 
eral Hospital in which the hospital 
record of the patient is read out 
and analyzed by a member of the 
staff. 

The correct diagnosis is known, 
although the analyst has not been 
informed of it. In looking over 
several hundred of these lately, I 
noted that the largest part of the 
report was in every case devoted 
to the history and whatever else 
the analyst may have neglected, 
he spent a good deal of time in 
weighing the significance of the 
history, which is the patient’s state- 
ment. He may have failed to com- 
ment on the X-ray or the labora- 
tory findings or other records, but 
he always paid respectful attention 
to the history. 

As a final illustration, we may 
take the disease of the digestive 
system. Early in this century the 
surgeons who opened up the abdo- 
men to see what was the matter 
with people who had dyspepsia 
taught us that the most important 
feature of making a diagnosis was 
the patient’s symptoms. For in- 
stance, the patient tells you that 
he has discomfort in relation to 
meals; meals do not increase his 
discomfort, but relieve it.

HE WAKES UP in the mornings 
with some indigestion, which is re- 
lieved by breakfast. He is then 
comfortable until about 11, when 


his discomfort returns, relieved by © 


lunch, It returns again about 5 in 
the afternoon, relieved by dinner, 
and may wake him up in the mid- 
dle of the night so that he has 
learned to have a glass of milk by 
his bed to keep him comfortable 
through the sleeping hours. This 
history is recited monotonously by 
patients with duodenal ulcer and 
all the X-rays and the stomach 
washings and the machines on 
earth, if they contradict this his- 
tory, are wrong. 

The human. nervous system is 
just as delicate a machine as any 
in the laboratory, and it records 
the patient’s symptoms.

crop of home-grown strawber- 

ries is firm, deliciously flavor- 
ful and unusually even in size. I 
haven’t seen as good “canning” 
berries in years. That’s good luck, 
for this is certainly the year to put 
up berries, to carry over their tas- 
tiness for next winter’s meals. 


Although our Missouri food pres- 
ervation budget suggests but two 
quarts of strawberries for each 
member of the family, if your fam- 
ily likes them, count on putting up 
at least 15 quarts, or 30 pints, for 
a family of three. Before you buy 
the berries, let’s have everything 
ready for the canning. It means 
quicker working and promises no 
last minute scurrying for this or 
that. Here's what you will neéd; 
check up on your supplies: 


First, the jars. Check them to 
be sure the tops are smooth, with 
no sign of a nick or crack. Sec- 
ond, the lids. I’ve tried them all 
and found the self-seal or vacuum 
type much the easier to use and 
the most economical. There are 
several vacuum, self-seal, jar lids 
on the market; all quite similar. 
They include a flat metal disc with 
the sealing preparation on it and 
a metal screw band. After the jars 
have been. processed and allowed 
to cool, the screw bands are re- 
moved to be used again for proc- 
essing. A dozen of the bands will 
probably last you through the sum- 
mer; the discs' can be purchased 
for very little, separately. And the 
Government is seeing to it that 
plenty of these vacuum self-seal 
lids are on hand for us, 

Third, the gadgets. A _ large- 
mouthed funnel simplifies the jar- 
filling. A pouring ladle or meas-

Nobody knows what 
power, what strength, what weak- 
ness or what evil, sleeps in a child. 
Only his development, through a 
long life of experience, is going to 
prove him, 

In the elementary schools, every 
child should be given full oppor- 
tunity to prove himself, to experi- 
ment, to grow. He should be studied 
and guided by helpful well-informed 
teachers. Even when he appears to 
be dull, stupid and mean, he should 
still be helped and encouraged and 
led to find a way for himself. 

When a child is banished to the 
last seat in the last row, the Bad 
Row, or the Slow Group, he is 
neither being helped nor encour- 
aged. The school and the teacher 
are failing in one of their most 
important duties—the care and 
training of the odd child. He is im- 


| Ce always wondered how the 


portant. He must not be neglected, 
I am talking now about normal- 
minded children, not mental defi- 


cfénts who form a special problem. 


All normal-minded children can 
learn school subjects, though all 
do not master them in the same 
time nor to the same standards. 
The slower ones must not be la- 
beled unfit, pushed aside as with- 
out honor. The bright ones are not 
bright of their own will, nor are 
the dull ones dull because they 
wanted it that way. Every child 
longs to succeed and it is possible 
to allow them to be so by provid- 
ing them with the right opportu- 
nity. 

One of the most cherished quali- 
ties of the public school is its stim- 
ulation of brotherly kindness and 
group responsibility. When certain 
children are set apart as the best, 
the implication is that the others 
are not the best. At once a cleav- 
age is made in the group. Children 
have not adult standards of be- 
havior and they are likely to look 
down their noses at the ones not 
the best, while those, so marked, 
feel unjustly punished. Which feel- 
ing has ample justification. 

The cause of public education is 
furthered more when the bright 
and the less-bright work together 
at least some parts of the day. The 
fast-learning children can be of 
great help to their slower com- 
panions, Instead of making them 
feel superior, teach them to share 
their privileges, to enrich their 
minds and their souls by further 
study and a finer appreciation of 
others less fortunate. Adolescence 
is nature's own time of classifica- 
tion. If we attend well to the chil- 
dren before that time, there will 
be much less suffering, much less 
loss when life saan’ the can- 
didates, 


uring cup with a wooden handle, 
safeguards your hands when fill- 
ing the jars. Tongs, such as one 
uses for lifting baby bottles, make 
it easy to lift the hot jars, and 
lids. Swatches of clean cheesecloth: 
are very handy to wipe the tops of 
the jars clean before putting on 
the lids. 

The Water Bath or the Oven 
Processing are up-to-date methods 
for putting up the strawberries, 
and all fruits and acid foods. Let 
me explain the two systems before 
you make your choice. For the 
oven method, a well-insulated oven 
with accurate oven heat regulator 
is essential. Use a candy ther- 
mometer to check the oven or have 
it checked to be sure it is abso- 
lutely reliable. Otherwise, don't 
use it. 


x* * * 


HE water bath method is quite 
Tsimpre: it’s my favorite. The 

“musts” are a wash boiler, 
bucket, large kettle or regular wa- 
ter bath kettle. It must have some 
sort of perforated rack so that the 
jars will stand at least one-half 
inch above the kettle bottom. Also 
it must be deep enough to allow at 
least an inch of water above the 
jar tops. 

Now we are ready for the straw- 
berry cannifig recipe. It starts 
with buying suggestions, Be sure 
to get firm, just-ripe, berries; 
overripe, soft berries are a short- 


“ sighted economy though they may 


be cheap in buying price. Wash 
the berries thoroughly in plenty 
of cold water. Handle them ten- 
derly as you lift them out and 
drain them off before husking. 
Discard any bruised, spotted or 
over-soft berries. 

Two cups of sugar, two cups of 
water and two quarts of straw- 
berries will make one quart of 
delicious canned berries. Just a 
little of the syrup will be left over, 
fine for a refreshing cold drink or 
a dessert sauce. Put the sugar 
and water on to cook. When the 
mixture comes to a boil, add the 
two quarts of berries. Now watch 
the clock; boil them for just five 
minutes. Then remove the pan 
from the range, cover it with a 
clean cloth and let it stand over- 
night. 

Next morning, start by getting 
the jars ready. First a thorough 
washing in hot, soapy water, then 
a hot-water rinse. Drop your lids 
in a pan of boiling water and also 
sterilize every utensil that you 
plan to use. Now your water bath 


utensil should be on the range: its 
rack in place, the water simmer- 
ing. Or, if you’re using the oven, 
it should be turned on, set at 250 
degrees. 

It takes but a few moments to 
fill the hot jars with the straw- 
berries and syrup. The first time, 
use a ruler to be sure that you fill 
just to one-half inch of the top. As 
each jar is filled, carefully wipe 
off the rim and top with your 
clean swatches. Then lift the lid 
from the hot water and set it on. 
Follow the manufacturers direc- 
tions in screwing on the lids. I 
always use the vacuum, self-seal 
type that are screwed on tight be- 
fore the processing. 

Carefully set your jars down 
into the boiling “hot water bath” 
utensils; be sure the jars don’t 
touch. Add boiling water if neces- 
sary to keep the water level an 
inch above the jar tops throughout 
the processing time. . Keep it cov- 
ered. Processing time 15 minutes 
boiling by the clock. 

Use tongs to remove the jars 
from the water bath and be care- 
ful to grip the shoulder of the 
glass jar, not touching the lids. 
This is especially important with 
the vacuum type lids. Complete 
the seal for other type lids accord- 
ing to the manufacturer's direc- 
tions. 

For the oven method, be sure the 
temperature has reached 250 de- 
grees before you set in the jars, on 
the oven rack in the second glide 
from the bottom. Allow an inch 
of space between the jars and on 
all the oven sides. In electric 
ovens, don’t use the top element. 
Processing time is 45 minutes. 

Use dry pot holders to remove 
the jars from the oven. A word of 
caution; stand to one side of the 
oven as you take out the jars. 
Sealing directions, are, of course, 
the same as for the other method. 
Set ‘your jars to cool on several 
layers of newspaper or dry towels, 
completely away from drafts and 
with space between the glasses so 
that the air can circulate around 
them. Don’t attempt to test the 
seal; tilt the jar, or what not. Let 
stand untouched, for 24 hours. Of 
course, the screw bands are then 
removed from the vacuum seal lid, 
for further use. 

Now let’s have an attractive la- 
bel, with the date and “Canned 
Strawberries,” written on it in ink. 
Then into the dark cool storage 
shelves with next winter’s delicious 
desserts.

HOMOGRAPH, pronounced: 
HOM-oh-graf, “hom” rhyming 
with Tom. This word describes a 
word that has exactly the same 
spelling as another word, but dif- 
fers from it in derivation and 
meaning, such as bear, the animal, 
from Anglo-Saxon bera, and bear, 
the verb, from Anglo-Saxon beran. 

HOMONYM, pronounced: HOM- 
oh-nim. Homonym describes a 
word that has the same pronuncia- 
tion as another, but differs from it 
in spelling, meaning, and deriva- 
tion, such as rite, “a religious cere- 
mony,” and write, “to inscribe.” 
Such words also are called Homo 
phones (HOM-oh-fones). 


HETERONYM, pronounced: 
HET-er-oh-nim. A heteronym is 
a word that has the same spelling 
as another, but differs from it in 
both sound and sense, such as row, 
“to propel with oars,” and row, 
“a brawl or noisy quarrel.” 


HOMOPHEWNE, pronounced: 
HOM-oh-feen. Homophene de- 
scribes a word that “looks” like 
another to a deaf person who 
reads the lips. Lip readers have 
difficulty in distinguishing such 
homophones as my, by, pie and 
mat, bat, pat. 

Papal. 

Papal means “of or pertaining to 
the Pope, as “a papal edict.” Do 
not pronounce papal to rhyme with 
apple. The word should rhyme 
with maple, thus: PAY-p’l. P 

The title Pope is the Middle 
English form of the Latin word 
papa, which is from the Greek 
pappas, meaning “father.” The 
title Pope was not generally given 
to the Roman Pontiff until the 
fourth century. The word pontiff 
is from the Latin pontifex, which 
had the original meaning of 
“bridge builder.”
